atherine Crier, the host of Cable 

News Network's Crier & Co., co- 

host of “The World Today,” and co- 
anchor of “Inside Politics,” addressed the 
126 seniors and their families and friends 
who gathered on the Presser Quadrangle, 
May 16, for commencement exercises at 
Agnes Scott College. 

The Texas barrister delivered a dynamic 
message on the importance of the 
individual’s contribution in today’s society 

and cautioned the graduating class not to 
| be satisfied with just “the comfortable” life. 
She cited the many elections in recent 
years that have been determined by a very 
small number of swing votes. 

As well, she noted the profound insights 
about life’s meaning and value of individual 
action which author Viktor Frankl came to 
realize while a prisoner in a World War II 
| concentration camp and noted in his book, 
Man’s Search for Meaning. 

Using her own life’s experience, Crier 
| said that it can be very easy to settle into a 
_ “good” situation and disregard a challenge. 

Prior to joining CNN in October 1989, 
Crier served her home state of Texas as an

In 1984, she distinguished herself as the

_ tory. She served as national committee 

| chairperson for the American Bar Associa- 
tion and taught at the National Institute 
for Trial Advocacy and at Southern Meth- 
odist University School of Law, where she 
received her juris doctorate. 

In 1987, Glamour magazine honored her 
as one of the 10 most outstanding young 
working women in America. Vogue 
selected her as Dallas’s “fast track” career 
| woman and T.V. Guide selected her as one 
| of its “Dynamite Dozen’—stars to watch in 
the 1990s. 

When Crier was tapped for her “new 
career’ in television, she says her friends 
called her “crazy” to turn away from an 
established legal career for a “risky” posi- 
tion with a then-upstart company like 
CNN. Yet, Crier says, in true Texas style, 
she rose to the challenge and has no regrets 
for having done so. 

Following Crier’s speech, but before the 
conferring of degrees, President Ruth 
Schmidt announced the 1992 recipient of 
the President’s Award for Excellence in 
Teaching: Myrtle H. Lewin, associate pro- 
fessor of mathematics.

“You just fly the plane wide open,” says 
Duke, a striking woman with silver-white 
hair.

She glances over her shoulder at her 
shiny 230-horsepower Skylane II and 
laughs. “It seems to like it.”

to the test. For two consecutive years she’s 
competed with it in the Air Race Classic 
(formerly the Powder Puff Derby), a gutsy 
four-day, eight-leg cross-country flight that 
pits women against women: airline pilots, 
flight instructors and housewives. “Some 
are tough old birds—A ir Force—from 
World War II. It’s a real cross section,” says 
Duke, “but there aren’t many namby- 
pambies among them.” 

The Classic originates in Thermal, 
Calif., and covers roughly a 2,600-mile 
course over hot desert, often through 
mountains with strong crosswinds, and, 
this July, into a portion of the tornado belt. 
The race is judged by how fast a plane flies 
over its handicap. 

One-hundred-forty-two miles an hour is 
how Cessna rates Duke’s plane’s maximum 
cruising speed; the Classic assigns it a 147 
handicap; but for these races she has 
pushed it as high as 163 miles per hour. 
She flies hard, navigates the course care- 
fully, monitors the weather and travels 
light—with virtually no baggage, an ad- 
equate drinking water supply and just 
enough fuel (92 gallons) to make it to each 
destination. 

Out of 50 planes competing during 
Duke’s first year, she and co-pilot Nancy 
Toon were in seventh place when they 
landed at the next-to-last leg of the race.

At the June General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church (USA), 
[had the privilege of reading the 
citation for an Agnes Scott 
alumna who was honored with 
one of two higher education 
awards. I know her well. Through 
her I first heard of Agnes Scott 
College. As chair of the Commit- 
tee on Higher Education, I was 
thrilled that Martha Stackhouse 
Grafton ’30 was chosen for this 
honor. 

The citation for Grafton, writ- 
ten by the president of Mary 
Baldwin College, included these 
words 


Mary Baldwin College recog- 
nizes two founders, Rufus Bailey, 
who opened the Institution’s 
doors in 1842, and Mary Julia 
Baldwin, who brought the college 
successfully through the Civil 
War. An argument for a third 
founder, Martha Stackhouse 
Grafton, would not be difficult to 
advance, because her service to 
the college spans more years than 
those of either founder. 

Mrs. Grafton is a graduate of 
Mary Baldwin’s sister college, 
Agnes Scott, and earned a 
master’s degree in history from 
Northwestern University. She 
was first employed at Mary 
Baldwin in 1930 as assistant dean 
of students, and during the fol- 
lowing 40 years held posts as reg- 
istrar, instructor of history, and 
dean of the college, the position 
from which she retired in 1971. 
Three times she served as acting 
president. 

So revered, loved and re- 
spected is Mrs. Grafton that, in 
1968, a new College library was 
completed and named in her 
honor by faculty petition and 
with the enthusiastic approval of 
the entire College community. 
And, in 1989, the College be- 
stowed its highest honor, the 
Doctor of Humane Letters, on 


Martha Grafton. 

Martha was dean of Mary 
Baldwin College during my days 
as an assistant professor of Span- 
ish there in the 50s, and I have 
always revered her as a wise 
woman. She was also the first 
female academic dean in my ex- 
perience and she undoubtedly 
had a great influence on me. On 
my becoming a dean in 1971, I 


-immediately thought of Dean 


Grafton. 

Unfortunately, because her 
husband, Thomas Grafton, is in 
poor health, Martha did not go to 
Milwaukee to receive the award. 
It was accepted on her behalf by 
Associate Professor Emerita Mar- 
garet Pinkston of Mary Baldwin, 
who is sister to our own Betty 
Fountain Edwards Gray "35. 

Martha Grafton is still active 
on behalf of Mary Baldwin as a 
member of the college’s sesqui- 
centennial committee for an an- 
niversary being celebrated this 
year. We at Agnes Scott have 
many reasons to be proud of this 
outstanding alumna, and I per- 
sonally salute an outstanding edu- 
cator and friend.

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Tenn., and finishing in Elk City, 
Okla. They came in 20th, flying 
the course in three days (com- 
pleting four legs on the second 
day) to avoid predicted tornadoes 
and thunderstorms which pre- 
vented several planes from finish- 
ing. 
Duke, whose primary resi- 
dence is in Atlanta, started pilot- 
ing after she and her husband 
purchased a home in Sea Island. 
“Tt was an ‘old lady’ challenge. 
My husband says, ‘All my friends 
quit flying when they reached age 
60, and that’s when my wife took 
it up.’ That was in ’85.” 

She equates her first solo to 
“birds flying out of the nest. You 
know you can do it, but you've 
had the security of an instructor

Now she flies solo, or with 
family or friends, taking quick 
trips to the beach or to Georgia 
Tech games.

They think it is 
fine. The little kids imagine me 
flying a 747. They think it’s won- 
de » 


Her biggest challenge is land- 
ing: “It takes a knack. And the 
elements are involved: cross- 
winds, headwinds, different el- 
evations. Each landing is differ- 
ent. Mine is a forgiving airplane. 
When I drop it in, it just shud- 
ders.” 

Her most frightening experi- 
ence involved an emergency 


landing after an electrical outage. 
“The plane will fly for 30 minutes 
without it. But it’s a panicky feel- 
ing. All I could think is that I’ve 
got to get this plane on the 
ground. The radio was out. I just 
came in on any runway avail- 
able.” 

What she really enjoys is fly- 
ing without instruments. 

“When you fly on instru- 
ments, you are in the hands of 
the air traffic controller. You do 
have four eyes looking out, their 
eyes and yours, so it’s probably 
safer.” But she says, “It’s much 
freer to fly visually. Then I am 
responsible. I am in control. ] can 
do what I want to do. 

“When I fly visually, I’m free 


as a bird. | love it.” 


Writers’ Festival 


WINNERS EARN PRIZES IN ANNUAL ASC EVENT 


The 1992 Agnes Scott College 
Writers’ Festival opened with a 
reading from one of its past festi- 
val winners, Greg Johnson. 

Johnson, a professor of 
creative writing and literature at 
Kennesaw College and Georgia 
Author of the Year, and Pulitzer 
Prize-winner Rita Dove were 
among five distinguished writers 
who presented their works and 
judged entries in this year’s 
festival competition. 

Johnson's first collection of 
stories, Distant Friends, helped 
fetch his Author of the Year title. 
His second collection, A Friendly 
Deceit, was published in April. 

John Stone, cardiologist, pro- 
fessor of medicine and dean of 
admissions at Emory University 
Medical School, and 1990 win- 
ner of the Nonfiction Georgia 
Author of the Year, followed 
Johnson. Stone recently pub- 
lished In the Country of Hearts. 

In his essay, Stone described 
his sleepwalking and sleep-talk- 
ing that began after the death of 
wife of 33 years. His essay spoke 
of the humorous and the sadden- 
ing results of his noctural activi- 
ties—from leaving the water run- 
ning all night to waking up alone 
in his son’s empty bed. His 
“somniloquist’s solioquey,” he 
said, was his subconscious effort 
to quell his feelings of things left 
unsaid, things left undone. 

The deep emotional content 
of Stone’s writing breaks the ste- 
reotype of the unemotional man 
of science, observed Linda 
Hubert, professor and chair of the 
English department. Calling him 
a renaissance man, Hubert re- 
marked that Stone is one of the 
few left in whom science and art 
connect. 

Later that evening, Rita Dove, 
a professor of English at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, read from her 
Pulitzer Prize-winning Thomas 
and Beulah that chronicles the 
lives of her maternal grandpar- 
ents. From her The Yellow House 


on the Comer and Grace Notes, 
Dove gave a good cross-section of 
her earthy yet poignant verse. 
Her “Flash Card” selection was a 
hit. 

On April 10, Robert Coover, 
professor of English at Brown 
University, who has received 
awards from the Guggenheim 
Foundation, the National En- 
dowment for the Arts, and 
Rockefeller Foundation, paid 
tribute to the writer who he says 
influenced him most: Angela 
Carter. Memorializing his mentor 
who died just weeks before the 
festival, Coover read from 
Carter's Acrobats of Desire. 

Coover does not write boring 
stories. He moves the Rosenberg 
executions from Sing Sing prison 
to Times Square, portrays Rich- 
ard Nixon as a circus ringleader 
and advances the Cat in the Hat - 
as a presidential nominee. He 
writes stories from childhood and 
“the American experience | am 
surrounded by—the American 
dream, culture, influence from 
Europe.” His novel, The Origin of 
the Brunists, won the William 
Faulkner Award for best first 
novel in 1966. Coover has 
authored many plays, novels, 
poems and critical essays, 
including Gerald’s Party, and 
Pinoccio in Venice. 

Winners in the 1992 literary 
competition were Rick 
Rohdenburg and Meagan Sexton 
with prizes for poetry and Mary 
Claire King and Steve Redford 
for fiction. The competition in- 
volves undergraduates through- 
out Georgia. 

During the festival, Memye 
Tucker led a panel discussion of 
student work. Tucker, 1990 Poet 
on Tour for the Georgia Poetry 
Circuit and a past winner of the 
Chattahoochee Review Prize, 
conducts poetry workshops at 
Callanwolde and Kennesaw State 
College.

aylage L. Courie ’94, an 

Agnes Scott math and 
physics major from Watkins- 
ville, Ga., is among the 12 un- 
dergraduate college students 
from around the country who 
converged at the Cornell Uni- 
versity Theory Center in 
Ithaca, N.Y., this summer to do 
research on supercomputers in 
such areas as quantum me- 
chanical studies, sudden car- 
diac death syndrome and seis- 
mic imaging of subsurfaces. 

Students from, Eastern 
Connecticut State University, 
Manhattan College and Co- 
lumbia University were se- 
lected along with Courie to 
participate in the Super- 
computing Program for Under- 
graduate Research (SPUR)— 


the Theory Center’s program 
offering college students the 
opportunity to become an inte- 
gral part of current computa- 
tional research. 

Courie began work on her 
research problem, “Time-De- 
pendent Quantum Mechanical 
Study of the Photodissociation 
of HCO via a Renner-Teller 
Mechanism,” on June 8. She 
received two weeks of intensive 
training in the use of 
supercomputers, parallel pro- 
cessing, visualization and 
vectorization. Her remaining 
eight weeks were spent working 
on research projects. The f 
program, begun in 1988, is 
financed by the National 
Science Foundation and the 
Pew Charitable Trusts.

Foundation, the awards are given 
to rising minority seniors who are 
Georgia residents, whose aca- 
demic performance, personal 
character, campus and civic in- 
volvement and financial need 
demonstrate a personal motiva- 
tion to serve and succeed.

RLC is designed to encourage 
students to learn about and par- 
ticipate in their own traditions, as 
well as join ecumenically and on 
an interfaith basis with students 
from other denominations, for 
discussion, fellowship and shared 
service to the community. 

More than 25 Roman Catho- 
lic students have gathered to 
meet with Catholic campus min- 
isters and myself to discover more 
about their faith and to share in 
worship and fellowship with one 
another and with students at 
other universities. Two Presbyte- 
rian students are attending a lead- 
ership conference this August 
that will help them guide a grow- 


ing number of Presbyterians on 
campus who are interested in 
meeting regularly for discussion 
and fellowship. There is a new 
Baptist Student Union at ASC 
which plans to meet with Emory 
students on a regular basis. 

All of these groups have the 
support of local religious profes- 
sionals as well as the backing of 
the chaplain’s office to help them 
make their ideas work. By the 
end of the year, other groups may 
spring up as well. 

It is always appropriate, not 
simply “politically correct,” for 
members of a community to iden- 
tify differences in their religious 
traditions and find ways to com- 
municate with and perhaps learn 
from one another. It is my hope 
that by collectively acknowledg- 
ing the campus’s diversity of 
faiths (even within the Christian 
traditions) each student will feel 
more confident in positively con- 
veying and practicing her faith 
within the community. By con- 


tinuing interfaith dialogues initi- 
ated by the council we may come 
to know and better understand 
one another as well as ourselves. 

But my enthusiasm about the 
Religious Life Council is pep- 
pered with pragmatism. 

As | am confronted daily with 
the machinations of the presiden- 
tial election, | am reminded of a 
few important things about 
change and organizations. With 
any new venture there are pit- 
falls. With any change of order 
there is an inherent risk of throw- 
ing the proverbial “baby out with 
the bath water.” And change, no 
matter how positive, is always 
difficult. ° 

Opponents of the new council 
might argue that the change will 
point out differences, dissuade 
dialogues among groups and fur- 
ther divide the student body and 
the campus. Proponents, on the 
other hand, might argue that the 
newly-named group will liberate 
many, foster greater understand- 


ing and help to build a true “com- 
munity.” 

What I am sure of is that the 
conversations will not be easy. 
The groups coming together will 
not always agree. But agreement 
is not required; participation and 
honesty are. If the organization 
works as hoped, it will enlighten 
many to the complexities of reli- 
gious diversity. | firmly believe 
that “conflict” in this context is 
good. The successful organization 
is not the one that maintains sta- 
tus quo, it’s the one that is dy- 
namic, ever-changing, constantly 
becoming something new. 

lam convinced that an orga- 
nization with integrity is exactly 
what ASC's students have envi- 
sioned. Our work is cut out for ts. 
It is worthy work.

Summer Programs Draw Interest 


n July, about 50 high school 

students gathered after supper 

in Inman Hall for “College 
101,” a discussion of admissions, 
financial aid and careers. 

“College 101” was an evening 
session of Hot Topics, a residen- 
tial program drawing young 
women grades 9-11 to the cam- 
pus for a two-week taste of life at 
Agnes Scott. Hot Topics is one of 
19 conferences and programs 
held over the summer to enhance 
the educational program and use 
the campus more fully. 

Summer conferences offer op- 
portunities for recruitment. 
While not all groups (which 
range from children in Kinder- 
musik to adults in the National 
American Guild of Organists) 
contain prospective students, 
more than half of the attendees 
are junior high and high school 
students, educators and educa- 
tional administrators. The con- 
cerns of these groups dovetail 
with those of Agnes Scott. And 
their members’ exposure to the 
College can’t hurt, believes Asso- 
ciate Dean of Students Mollie 
Merrick, whose office schedules 
the events. “People who come 
here are impressed.” 

During its first year (1990), 
Hot Topics brought 45 high 
school seniors to ASC. From that 
group, 24 applied to Agnes Scott 
and 13 enrolled last fall. “We 
don’t get that kind of yield on 
anything else we do,” notes Assis- 
tant Director of Admissions Gin- 
ger Patton-Schmitt who is re- 
sponsible for Hot Topics. “We are 
starting to see some cumulative 
effects from the students who 
were juniors that year.” 

In July, about 100 rising se- 
niors, all minority students, spent 
the first week of the Ford Teacher 
Scholar Program living in resi- 
dence halls and attending classes 
here. “The program is crucial for 
black students because the num- 
ber of African American teachers 
is decreasing. The Ford program 
| takes these students before they 
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are making decisions about their 
careers and shows them what a 
wonderful field teaching is,” says 
Assistant Dean of Students 
Victor Wilson, program coordina- 
tor. “And quite honestly, I am 
also trying to use this opportunity 
for recruitment, hoping that if we 
can get them on campus, these 
students will want to be teachers 
and will want to attend Agnes 
Scott.” Four Ford Scholars, of 
two summers ago, enrolled last 
fall at Agnes Scott. 

This is the second year for 
SHARP! (Science Honors Asso- 
ciates Research Program), a 
hands-on science research pro- 
gram involving several Agnes 
Scott students, professors, 10 high 
school students and their five 
teachers. This is the third con- 
secutive summer for the Ford

Manuel, Cunningham Retire 


| WITH MORE THAN A HALF CENTURY OF TEACHING EXPERINCE BETWEEN THEM, ASC’S P.E. AND CHEMISTRY PROFESSORS WILL BE MISSED. 


FORMER ASC VISITING 
PROFESSOR DIES IN LONDON 


Sir John Rothenstein, director of the Tate Gallery in London, 1938- 
64, and visiting professor of art at Agnes Scott College in 1971-72, 
died Feb. 27 at his home in England at the 
age of 90. 

During his tenure with the Tate, 
Rothenstein laid the foundation of collec- 
tions of leading British artists including 
Henry Moore and Francis Bacon. 

He was also rector of the University of St. 
Andrew in Scotland and was an honorary 
fellow of Worcester College in Oxford. 
Among his books were the autobiographical 
volumes, Summer's Lease and Brave Day, Hid- 
eous Night and Times’ Thievish Progress. 

His relationship with Agnes Scott began 
with a lecture in 1967. He returned to speak in 1969 and, on the 
basis of the college community’s response to that address, President 
Wallace M: Alston invited Rothenstein to be a visiting professor of 
art for two quarters during two successive years, 1971 and 1972. 

Rothenstein took much pleasure in the relationship with ASC 
which formed during the early 1970s, a period of campus protest 
against the war in Vietnam and violence throughout the United 
States. In the winter 1970 edition of Agnes Scott Alumnae Quar- 
terly, Rothenstein said, “What I have come most of all to admire in 
the attitudes of the students here is their intellectual independence, 
their determination to evolve their own view of things.” 

He also noted the prevailing goodwill he found on campus. “I 
have not heard any one, either student or faculty member, speak ill 
of any member of the College. On the contrary, I have found a 
strong disposition to look for, and to find, the best in their fellow 
human beings... . It was some historian of the 18th or 19th century 
England who wrote that people would have been scandalized to see 
Christianity practiced as to hear its dogmas questioned. At Agnes 
Scott, Christianity is practiced, and with impressive consistency.” 

Rothenstein was buried in the churchyard adjoining his home 
Beauforest House at Newington in Oxfordshire. A memorial service 
was also held on June 8 at the Tate Gallery. 

He is survived by his wife and daughter.

Many who took a physical 
education class from Manuel will 
not likely forget the sparkling 
eyes and showy grin that gave 
such life to her classes. Her own 
fitness routine (walking four 
times a week and swimming 
twice a week) served as an inspi- 
ration to many, especially “those 
of us who needed to do a little 
more exercising,” noted one 
student. 

Manuel will be remembered as 
the heart and soul of the synchro- 
nized swimming organization, the 
Dolphin Club, for some 34 years. 
| A competitive swimmer in high 

school and college who admired 
Gertrude Ederle (the first Ameti- 
can woman to swim the English 
Channel), Manuel competed 
with the Lafayette Swim Club 
while an undergraduate at Purdue 
University and later within the 
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Amateur Ameri- 
can Union, win- 
ning two na- 
tional titles. 

She received 
her master’s de- 
gree in PE. from 
New York Uni- 
versity and her 
doctorate from 
Indiana Univer 
sity. 

Before com- 
ing to Agnes 
Scott (where she 
also taught fenc- 
ing), Manuel 
taught PE. at

In 1990, Manuel received the 
Charles C. Rice Award from the 
Atlanta chapter of the American 
Red Cross for having trained al- 
most 500 water safety instructors 
since 1953. Nearly 1,500 more 
have benefited from her swim- 
ming and lifesaving instruction. 

“T like it when my students 
come back and tell about their 
successes in teaching others to 
swim,” Manuel observes.

Cunningham’s chemistry stu- 
dents benefited from both her 
insightful lectures and her caring 
personality. Her probing eyes 
seem to detect the potential in 
every student and her gentle na- 
ture helped guide the curious 
through the wake of scientific 
trial and error. 

A native of Walnut Ridge, 
Ark., who taught high school 
chemistry briefly, Cunningham 
first came to Agnes Scott as a 
visiting professor in 1966.

medicine lost its appeal, and 
studying and teaching chemistry 
became far more attractive. Ana- 
lytical/biological systems became 
her specialty. 

Cunningham contends that 
her goal hasn’t been to shape the 
world through chemical research, 
but to excite the young mind to 
science’s possibilities. 

Although Cunningham was 
never actively thwarted in her 
pursuit of a science career, she 
says her mentors did apprise her 
of “obstacles” a woman might 
encounter at some institutions.

While she admits that the 
numbers of women in science 
are up today, she contends that 
women are still under-represented 
in the field and encourages 
students to pursue science careers. 

Cunningham admires all 
creative people—writers, artists, 
scientists—who develop new 
ideas and applications and com- 
municate them to the general 
public. Students need to pursue 
whatever they enjoy most and be 
driven by talents rather than 
merely good grades, she says. 
“Strive for both depth and 
breadth in academic pursuits. 
Competence is the best creden- 
tial and is what determines 
success.” 

In 1990, Cunningham re- 
ceived an honorary member 


for 25 years. 

During that quarter century, 
Cunningham enjoyed “teaching 
individuals who are in a more 
mature stage [than high school 
students], because of the intellec- 
tual depth” college course work 
requires. 

Cunningham began studying 
chemistry at Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity with the intension of going 
to medical school. 

She later transferred to the 
University of Arkansas, where 
she received a B.S. degree. She

Future Work 


IN THE NEW CENTURY, WOMEN 
DEMAND NEW ROLES, GREATER 


Ihe 21st century will be “a 
century for women. And it’s 
. important to prepare for 
this woman century—specifically 
in regards to women and work,” 
says Miriam Drucker, professor 
emerita of psychology. 

As luncheon speaker during 
Agnes Scott’s Alumnae Weekend 
in April, Drucker, a teacher and 
lecturer at Agnes Scott for years, 
addressed the topic, “Women and 
Work in the 21st Century.” 

More than 100 attendees at the 
luncheon were reminded that by 
the year 2000 most women will 
work outside the home. 

“Researchers now say that 
women work longer than men and 
that they work hard. They think 
that news,” Drucker observes. 
“Women have [for many years] 
worked over 80 hours a week in 
the home and at work—that’s a 
double shift.” 

The former chair of ASC’s psy- 
chology department cites statistics 
which support forecasts that 


| women will be increasingly influ- 
| ential in the labor force of the next 


century. “In the early 1900's, 19.7 
percent of the women between 25- 
64 years of age were in the 
workforce. In 1970, it was 49.2 


|~percent and in 1988, it was 66.9 


percent. By the year 2000, it is ex- 
pected that 80.8 percent will be in 
the labor force.” 

Because of women’s increasing

role in the labor force, Drucker 
predicts that in the 21st century a 
new “cultural script” will include 
mediators with duties realigned to 
assist the 21st century woman in 
her multiple responsibilities as 
wife, mother and employee. 

The mediator whose role will 
most need to change is the hus- 
band. While the new-century 
woman will be more likely to enter 
the labor force, she will still expect 
to have children, Drucker ob- 
serves. “Supportive husbands are 
the key to a successful two-pay- 
check family. Women with less 
support are stressed by multiple 
roles. A husband can fill this role 
[a mediator] with enthusiasm for her 
job. A woman’s work must matter 
to someone who values her.” 

In addition to a supportive hus- 
band, variables such as child care, 
pay equity, flexible working hours 
and elder care will also serve as 
mediating agents for the working 
woman. 

Empowerment is another vari- 
able that will significantly affect a 
woman’s success in the coming 
century, says Drucker. 

“T hope the 21st century 
woman is empowered by what she 
knows and that she will also help 
rewrite the cultural script to help 
women to have equal, valued 
choices. To be empowered is to act 
as one’s own inner voice.”

Sweet Chariot Rides 


PEOPLE” THE “IMPORTANCE AND STATURE SHE DESERVES” 


he was the greatest woman 

who lived in America. She 

led at least 300 people out of 
slavery. She was incredibly brave. 
She was a renegade, fugitive, spy, 
abolitionist and philanthropist. 
She is a source of inspiration for 
any woman and her story should 
be known—particularly to every 
child in America—black and 
white,” says Margaret Barton 
Driggs 64 of Harriet Tubman, a 
driving force in the Underground 
Railroad. 

Tubman is the subject of 
Driggs’s play, Sweet Chariot, which 
highlights the most active 35 years 
of the abolitionist’s life in a one- 
woman show. 

Sweet Chariot premiered in 
April in Oxford, Md., just a stone’s 
throw from Tubman’s native 
Dorchester County and less than 
100 miles south of the country’s 
renown line of demarcation—the 
Mason-Dixon. Driggs devoted 
nearly a decade of study and writ- 
ing to the woman who is widely 
known as the “Moses of her 
people.” 

Driggs’ fascination with

Tubman began in 1980 after she 
wrote an article for a local maga- 
zine about a Tubman commemora- 
tive postage stamp just issued. 
While conducting research for the 
magazine article, Driggs discovered 
that Tubman had no living de- 
scendents. She found, neverthe- 
less, descendents of a man who 
had known Tubman. 

Virgie Camper, the grand- 
daughter of Martin Lake, a slave 
who had warned Tubman to es- 
cape when he learned she was to 
be sold in 1849, was an invaluable 
resource. “As I talked to Virgie 
Camper I got the cadence of her 
speech, her expressions, her lan- 
guage. I then began to feel close to 
my subject— Harriet Tubman,” 
recalls Driggs. 


A LIFE OF HER OWN 


But when the article was com- 
plete, Driggs felt compelled to dis- 
cover and reveal even more about 
Tubman and her fight against sla- 
very. So Driggs’s career as a play- 
wright began and with it came an 
admittedly awesome challenge— 
“how to give Tubman the impor 
tance and stature she deserved.” 
After a few years of working on the 
play, on and off, she put it away. In 
1990 following a conversation 
with David Foster, a community 
theater director, Driggs says she 
was encouraged to continue work- 
ing on the play. The result—a one- 
act, one-woman show that traces 
Tubman’ life from the age of five 
to 40. Through Sweet Chariot, 
Driggs hoped to convey “what it is 
like to not be free, the difference 
between slavery and freedom, and 
that slavery takes many forms. I 
also hoped for an increased under- 
standing between blacks and 
whites. 

“We didn’t know what the au- 
dience reaction to the play would 
be,” says Driggs of the play’s pre- 
miere. “The black population of 
Talbot County (site of the open- 
ing) is 5,000 out of 30,000. We 


didn’t know if there would be 
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widespread interest, so we decided 
to perform the show over one 
weekend. At opening night there _| 
was a near capacity house. Blacks __| 
and whites came out. There was 
good external reaction of people— 
they loved it. Every performance 
during the three days got a stand- 
ing ovation. And of course | felt 
wonderful, but I felt very much the 
need to keep both feet on the 
ground,” she recalls. 


THE PLAY’S THE THING 


As well as receiving local en- 
thusiasm, Driggs received the 
Maryland State Arts Council Indi- 
vidual Artist Award in Playwriting 
for 1992, a grant to produce Sweet 
Chariot at Washington College in 
Chestertown, Md., and further 
requests to perform the play in 
counties throughout Maryland. 

For now, Driggs wants to com- 
plete the second and final act of 
the play which chronicles 
Tubman’s life from the age of 40 
until her death at 91. “I feel that I 
have a strong reason to return to 
writing full-time,” she observes. 
But writing has not been her only 
artistic pursuit. As a member of the 
Tred Avon Players of Oxford, 
Driggs has worked on the perfor- 
mance side in a number of roles, 
from Myrtle Mae in Harvey to 
Elvira in Blithe Spirit. 

Off stage, Driggs has been a 
flight attendant and purser for 
Trans World Airlines, where her 
husband is a pilot.

searching the life and works of Mary Stuart 
MacDougall a former professor and chair of biology 
at Agnes Scott College (1919-52), and plan to - 
present a paper outlining MacDougall’s accomplish- 
ments at the December meeting of the American 
Society of Zoologists. 

“We want to focus on her contribution to the 
education of women in science as well as noting the 
significance of her own work in protozoology,” says 
Pilger. MacDougall, known to the ASC community 
as “Miss Mac” worked as a research biologist when 
there were few women in the field. MacDougall, a 
Phi Beta Kappa member, co-authored the text Biol- 
ogy, the Science of Life with Johns Hopkins profes- 
sor Robert Hegner, published 16 papers and received 
the Association of Southeastern Biologists’ Meritori- 
ous Teaching Award in 1952. She completed her 
undergraduate study at Randolph-Macon in 1912, 
master’s study at University of Chicago in 1916, and 
doctoral work at Columbia University in 1925 and 
University of Montpellier (France) in 1935. 

Cozzens and Pilger ask alumnae of the College to 
relay any anecdotes, quotes, contacts or information 
about MacDougall’s teaching to them in the English 
and biology departments, Agnes Scott College, 
Decatur, GA 30030, before Nov. 1.

20 can look out onto Chattanooga, where three states, 

the Tennessee River and the Great Smoky Mountains 
converge. Inside, the 92-year-old sits comfortably in an an- 
tique chair, quietly reading. On a cushioned stool beside her 
lies a Bible and, on a table nearby, is a transistor radio—her 
electronic “link” with the world beyond. 

Around her are poignant reminders of her life’s experi- 

ences as a missionary. On one wall hangs a message in Chi- 


_ A love of teaching and sharing her faith in God has 
taken Winslett from the town of Epps, Ala., to the Georgia 
mountains, to New York, and to countries in both hemi- 
spheres: Scotland, Greece, Egypt, Japan, Israel, Brazil and 


Winslett, who today says “life begins at 92,” launched her 
transcontinental adventures in China in 1926. As part of a 
Presbyterian missionary program, she sailed with six others 
to Nanking and traveled on foot and by wheelbarrow to 
Ichowfu, Shantung, to begin her work with women and 
children in villages scattered across 10,000 square miles. 
With red hair and freckles, Winslett remembers making 


“] was a curiosity. I had big feet whereas the Chinese 
women still practiced the custom of bound feet,” she recalls. 
“We went out with a Chinese woman and a Christian man- 
servant who did the bargaining, cooking and work. We 
would sit in the courtyard of the churches and teach songs to 
the Chinese women—Bible verses set to music. It was a 


During a second mission to China, Winslett was interned 
as a prisoner of war for six months following the Japanese 


“Tt was not a difficult experience,” she says nonchalantly, 
but her letters written at the time hint at.her uncertainty, as 
she daily awaited radio news broadcasts and endured the 
sounds of air raids, bombs and rifle fire. 


Winslett lived with 1,000 Chinese refugees in a POW 
compound. “The Chinese people were wonderful people; 
they were resilient. They had lost their homes, everything; 
yet, they had courage, spirit and leadership as well.” 

The ASC grad finally was part of an exchange later that 
year with 1,500 other American POWs. “On a Swedish boat 
lit by crosses we spent two months traveling to get home,” 
Winslett remembers. The radio, again, was a vital link to the

$1 Million 
fant: 


FUNDS TO HELP COLLEGE | 
IMPLEMENT CAMPUS-WIDE 
COMPUTER PROGRAM 


| gnes Scott College is the re- 
cipient of a $1 million grant 
from the Letitia Pate Evans 
Foundation Inc. which will be used to 
implement the College’s Information 
Ee cement Technology Program 
(IETP). 

The program, which includes cam- 
pus-wide computer and telecommuni- 
cation systems, is to be undertaken 
over the next five years and should 
cost an estimated $3.1 million. Up- 
grades were prescribed by EDUCOM 
consultants following a study of ASC’s 
system in March. 

“We're following [EDUCOM’s] 
recommendations,” says Thomas 
Maier, acting director of computing 
services. 

“We feel very strongly that, given 
the size of this project, we need to 
plan adequately and spend the money 
wisely. I think the saying is: ‘There’s 
no substitute for good planning.’ 
We're in the organization and plan- 
ning process right now. First we have 
established an oversight committee 
that is being chaired by Dean Sarah 
Blanshei and other committees are 
being formed and will be charged with 
specific tasks as the priorities emerge.” 
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MARKING THE SCHMIDT DECAD 


hen Kay Lawther Krill 77 began 
her stint as president of the 
women’s clothing retail chain 

Carroll Reed in July, she reached the 15- 
year mark in a retailing career that began 
on the budget lingerie aisle of Macy’s in 
Atlanta. Today, at the helm of a 50-store 
retail chain and catalog business based 
near Philadelphia, Krill understands the 
tasks that lie ahead—doubling the chain 
size by 1994 and quadrupling that within 
five years. 

Krill estimates at least 250 to 300 of the 
projected 400 Carroll Reed shops will be in 
the United States. But those numbers 
could change. Right now Krill, owners 
Swire Pacific and others in the industry are 
keeping a sharp eye on chief competitor 
(and her former employer) Talbot’s, an 


- America-based retailer with 275 stores and 


a direct-mail operation that has already 
ventured into the Canadian and Japanese 
markets. “The Canadian ones,” notes Krill, 
“are doing well.” 

Krill is banking Carroll Reed’s success 
on two factors: the state of the economy 
and the taste of the buying public. 

“When the economy is touchy, people 
tend to lean toward classic clothes, a 
Carroll Reed mainstay. I think people are 
willing to spend a little more on something 
they know will last,” Krill observes. “We do 
well in the South but I think we need to be 
a little less cutesy [in the primary lines]. I 
don’t think that goes over as well in the 
other regions. There’s room for the whimsi- 
cal, the true novelty—that’s what we’re 
known for—but I think we can make it a 
little more sophisticated and modern in 
our approach.”

Krill came to Reed from Hartmarx Spe- 
cialty Stores Inc. in Chicago, where she 
was vice president and divisional merchan- 
dising manager of women’s apparel, 
including some 210 Barrie Pace stores 
nationwide. During her two years there, 
Krill supervised the consolidation of 39 
Hartmarx buying staffs into one group. Her 
business acumen won her a spot on Crain’s 
Chicago Business “40 Under Forty” list of 
movers and shakers. 

Before joining Hartmarx in 1990, Krill 
served as vice president of women’s apparel 
for Mark Shale from 1988 until 1990, and 
came through the ranks of Talbot’s starting 
as an accessory buyer, later running its cata- 
log business and finally serving as divisional 
merchandising manager of dresses, suits, 
coats and sportswear. 

“Tt was really a fluke that I ended up in 
retailing,” Krill jokes, noting her collegiate 
passion for tennis. “I didn’t know what | 
wanted to do. I was on the tennis team and 
taught tennis during the summer on cam- 
pus. | originally thought I was going to pur- 
sue math but my love of Mrs. [Miriam] 
Drucker led me to psychology, and I took a 
lot of economics,” which became her major 
and minor, respectively.

But when the Wilmington, N.C., native 
exited academia in 1977 for the workaday 
world, Krill found herself face-to-face with 
the same obstacles as thousands of other 
graduates: little work experience and a 
recessionary economy (national unemploy- 
ment approached 7 percent).

ASC Still “Top College” 


or the third consecutive year Agnes Scott College has been included in U.S. 
News & World Report’s “America’s Best Colleges” list and was named one of 
Money magazine’s “Top 100 Best College Buys” for 1991 and 1992. 

Agnes Scott was ranked among the 140 national liberal arts colleges included on 
the USN@WR roster, which it termed “the major leagues of higher education.” The 
ranking is based, in part, on: student average/midpoint SAT scores of 1050; student/ 
faculty ratio of 8:1; and 97 percent of faculty holding doctoral degrees. Agnes Scott was 
among only seven Southeastern schools included in the top two quartiles. 

More than ever, students and their parents are using lists of this sort as an aid in 
| seeking a quality college. “Obviously [the lists] are of great importance to the con- 
sumer. Many of the colleges [on the lists] are similar so the only thing that truly makes 
one better than another is that one fills an individual’s needs better than another,” 
notes Jenifer Cooper, ASC director of recruitment.

Augsburg will 
never have the beauty of Agnes 
Scott’s campus, even though 
steady improvements have been 
made. Fortunately, a square block 
of city park forms a quadrangle of 
sorts where tents for picnics are 
pitched. Sometimes we have the 
reverse in Decatur. (Here citizens 
walk their dogs on our grounds as 
if it were a public park and leave 
problems for pedestrians and 
athletes.) 

One thing I learned and covet 
for Agnes Scott is the robust 
spiritual life at Augsburg, a col- 
lege of the Lutheran Church. 
Daily chapel, great hymn singing, 
and a pervasive reverence for the 
importance of faith underly all 
knowledge and provide guidance 
for living. | experienced once 
again the inclusiveness of the 
gospel in the chapel service that 
marked the 125th anniversary of 
Trinity Lutheran congregation. 

Catching up on one another's 
life histories and laughing over 
remembrances were as much of 
interest as the ongoing mission 
and expanding programs of a col- 
lege. | hope you all have as much 
fun as I did and are as inspired 
and revived as | was there, by 
your various “homecomings” here 
at Agnes Scott.

AT ASC SISTER UNIVERSITY, AGNES SCOTT PROFESSOR FINDS BEST EXPERIENCES IN HER ROLE AS EDUCATOR 


y the close of the 1991- 

1992 academic session, 

Linda L. Hubert ’62 was 
eager for a break from the rigors 
and routine of chairing Agnes 
Scott’s English department. With 
paperwork complete and final 
grades secure with the registrar, 
Hubert jetted to Japan. 

Her June sojourn to sister 
school Kinjo Gakuin University 
continued the exchange program 
between Agnes Scott and the 
Presbyterian women’s college in 
Nagoya. Hubert found the expe- 
rience “extremely gratifying.” 

She felt the greateSt rewards as 
she moved and worked in her 
“true element” as educator. 

“My experiences in the class- 
rooms were exceptionally rich,” 
notes the professor, who taught 
several 90-minute sessions. For 
one, “Myth and Literature of the 
American Civil War,” Hubert 
“transported” the class to the 
Deep South, incorporating into 
the lecture the texts of Gone With 
the Wind by Margaret Mitchell 
and Uncle Tom’s Cabin by Harriet 
Beecher Stowe. 

“The purpose of the course 
was to look at the war from the 
perspectives of women,” explains 
Hubert, “both of whom romanti- 
cized according to certain myths, 
one from before the war and one 
from afterwards.” 

Hubert says her most enjoy- 
able sessions were in poetry. 
“That worked better for me to 
somehow convey the experi- 
ences, to find ways to connect 
with them, and to rediscover for 
myself the words that had sort of 
gone dead on me.” Likening the 
experience to showing a friend 
around your city for the first time 
she observes, “You see it again 
with new eyes.” 

Hubert says the experience 
stretched her communication 
skills. She believes that the Kinjo 
Gakuin students probably “think 
American English teachers are 
embarrassingly physical in the 
way they teach,” she says laugh- 
ing, “but I had to use charades in

She 
could observe the rigorous de- 
mands of everyday life without 
having to participate in the 
stresses. 

In retrospect, Hubert believes 
that it was at Kinjo Gakuin that 


“T did some of my best teaching 
because it was really fun; it was a 
challenge to pull this stuff out of 
me and try to make the poems 
live for them.” 

Having returned to Agnes 
Scott, Hubert evaluates the ex- 


change program with enthusiasm: 


“T feel that it is absolutely won- 
derful to be linked formally with 
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Kinjo Gakuin. Interestingly, I 


found that most important are 
the different layers of friend- 
ships—institutional, departmen- 
tal, and those with students. We 
both got a window on each 
other’s world, and that in itself is 
perhaps the best education i imag- 
inable.”

LIKE OTHERS ENTERING THE JOB MARKET, ASC GRADS FIND FEWER OPPORTUNITIES 


ike many recent college 

graduates, Agnes Scott’s 

class of 1991 is feeling the 
effects of a national economic 
downturn, as evidenced in a 
career follow-up survey released 
by the College’s Office of Career 
Planning and Placement. 

Seventy-three alumnae, or 70 
percent, responded to the three- 
part survey which tracked gradu- 
ates’ employment status, salary, 
level of job satisfaction and edu- 
cational status. The class of ’91’s 
response rate is up 12 percent 
from a similar survey of the class 
of 1990. 

Fifty-five percent of the ’91 
survey respondents are employed 
full-time compared to 59 percent 
of the class of 90 surveyed a year 
earlier. Fifteen percent are work- 
ing part-time, four percent are 
identified as homemakers, and 12 
percent are unemployed. 

The graduates hold a range of 
positions within the job market 
including family service worker, 
re search assistant, legislativ e Cor 
respondent, insurance agent, 
chemist, entrepreneur, teacher 
ind administrative assistant. The 
greatest portion of the class, 

43 percent, chose to enter the 
private sector and 39 percent 
chose employment with an edu- 
cational institution or system. 
The remaining 18 percent are 
employed in government, non- 
profit or unnamed sectors. 

Forty percent are highly satis- 
fied with their jobs, 51 percent 


are moderately satisfied, eight 
percent are moderately dissatis- 
fied and two percent are very dis- 
satisfied. Sixty-three percent in- 
dicated that their current job is 
related to their future plans. 
Salary levels decreased for a 
second consecutive year for grad- 
uates working full time. Those 
earning an annual income of 
$13,999 or less constituted 37 
percent—a 5 percent jump from 
the previous year. Sixteen 
percent earn $14,000-15,999; 
6 percent earn $16,000-17,999; 
18 percent earn $18,000-19,999; 
8 percent earn $20,000-21,999; 
2 percent earn $22,000-23,999; 
8 percent earn $24,000-25,999; 
6 percent earn $26,000 or more. 
Rather than enter the job 
market immediately, 26 percent 
chose to attend graduate, law or 
medical school full time—an in- 
crease of 7 percent from 1990. 
Seven percent are studying part- 
time and 36 percent plan to con- 
tinue their studies at a later date. 
Career Planning and Place- 
ment used the survey to deter- 
mine he W Many alumnae make 
use of its services as students: 22 
percent said two to three times, 
3 percent said three or more 
times and 30 percent said they 
have once since graduation.

Schmidt is currently develop- 
ing a report that will survey 10, 
15 and 20-year graduates of 
Agnes Scott.

“Eventu- 
ally, it could be a very interesting 
database that shows the move- 
ment of careers. Faculty may also 
find it interesting to know what 
graduate programs their students 
have gone into. But more impor 
tant, the database helps us to gen- 
erate a support group for our vari- 
ous programs including the 
shadow and extern programs.”

field‘of computer image 

processing previously famil- 
iar only to industries with large 
mainframe computers will soon 
be available to the average per- 
sonal computer user through a 
software and instruction manual 
| co-authored by Agnes Scott 
_ Astronomy and Physics Chair 
Alberto C. Sadun. 

The software and instruction 

_ book are tentatively titled Image 
Processing in C. 
| Sadun is designing the soft- 
| ware package with Christopher 
D. Watkins and Keith Blanton. 
Watkins, an author of computer- 
related books, is the founder and 
president of Algorithm Inc., an 
Atlanta-based scientific and re- 
search engineering company. 
Blanton, also from Atlanta , is 
an electrical engineer currently 
conducting research in image 
processing, digital signal process- 
ing and computer graphing. 
| The new software system will 
be the first to bridge the tech- 
nology of the large-scale indus- 
tries and the personal computer 
user, enabling the public to ob- 
tain or create images such as 
photographs of the moon or of a 
microscopic picture of a cell and 


manipulate them by rotating, 
flipping, enlarging or adding 
color. 

For many years the software 
to manipulate images was pos- 
sessed only by government labo- 
ratories and pri- 
vate corporations. 
With Sadun’s soft- 
ware package, any 
individual with a 
personal com- 
puter, preferably a 
faster (386 or 486) 
version, can ma- 
nipulate images. 

The software 
will have immedi- 
ate use for artists, 
engineers, ama- 
teur astronomers, 
scientists and 
medical technolo- 
gists. Sadun hopes 
that this software 
package will be 
well received since 
he is already look- 
ing forward to the 
next, which 
should allow even 
broader-scale im- 
age processing in 
astronomy. 


Image Processing in C, being 
published by Academic Press 
Inc. of Harcourt, Brace Jova- 
novich Inc., is scheduled to be 
on the market by August 1993.

ichard Parry, Agnes Scott College’s Fuller E. Callaway 
Professor of Philosophy, has received a $56,126 National 
Endowment for the Humanities (NEH) grant to conduct a four- 
week seminar on Plato’s Republic next summer. 

The NEH grant will fund the seminar, which will examine the 
central themes of virtue, happiness and the common good, and 
compare the similarities and differences in the way ancient and 
modern peoples have thought about and lived out these issues. 

The conference will be held June 21 - July 16, 1993. 

Fifteen teachers from around the country will have three-hour-a- 
day discussions on the Republic, four days a week. The selection 
process for NEH is highly competitive; only about one in seven 
grant applications is accepted. Out of 69 national programs, only 
three colleges in Georgia (Agnes Scott, Emory and the University 
of Georgia) are offering NEH seminars this summer. 


Parry presented a similar seminar in the summer of 1991.

McKinney Elected 


ASC GUEST INSTRUCTOR FIRST AFRICAN-AMERICAN WOMAN ELECTED TO CONGRESS 


n Novy. 3, Cynthia 
McKinney, an Atlanta 
native and a political 


science instructor at Agnes Scott 
College during 1991-92, became 
the first African-American con- 

gresswoman from Georgia. 

One of the two African- 
Americans elected to the U.S. 
House of Representatives from 
Georgia this year, McKinney will 
represent the newly-created 11th 
district. McKinney collected 


| 120,168 votes (73.09 percent), 


beating her opponent Republican 


Woodrow Lovett, who drew 
44,221 votes (26.90 percent). 

“What this race shows,” said 
McKinney ina speech at ASC, 
“is that the voters were crying for 
ordinary people.” 

McKinney, who has served in 
the Georgia House since 1988, 
resides with her six-year-old son 
in Lithonia. She urged those 
gathered at the ASC convoca- 
tion to “remember justice and 
fairness for everyone is the sound 
basis upon which we can unite 
our community.” 


McKinney, who is pursuing a 
doctorate in international studies, 
gained a reputation in the Geor- 
gia House for being a fighter who 
doesn’t shy away from contro- 
versy. Her determination was dis- 
played in recent reapportionment 
battles that led to the creation of 
a third African-American major- 
ity district. 

Two years ago, during 
McKinney's speech to the Geor- 
gia House protesting U.S. in- 
volvement in the Gulf War, two- 
thirds of the body walked out. 


“Never accept ‘no’ or ‘you 
can't, ” McKinney advised the 
ASC group. “Live and believe

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Rees in Mexico 


his summer’s arrival of a 
second-hand computer in 
remote Quiatoni, Mexico, 


was met with great enthusiasm, 
says Martha Rees, Agnes Scott’s 
assistant professor of anthropol- 
ogy and sociology, and bearer of 
the high-tech gift. 

| Rees has become familiar 
with the dirt roads and mesquite- 
oak-pine thicket that leads to 
Quiatoni in the southern state of 
Oaxaca. Since 1988, Rees has 
spent summers in this agrarian 
community of 7,000, absorbing 
fragments of Zapotec (the town’s 
first language) and, with the aid 
of Spanish-speaking citizens, 
helping the community diversify 
its economy. Her latest contribu- 
tion—an IBM “clone” which 
Rees bought for about $50, and 
basic spreadsheet instruction— 
will help the village track inven- 
tory and costs for a number of 
projects, among them, a con- 
sumer cooperative, bee farm, 
flower farm, cochineal produc- 
tion (an insect-based red dye), 
and an experimental pig farm. 

“These people would get up at 
6:30 in the morning to learn how 
to work on the computer,” says 
Rees of the village’s enthusiasm. 
With Rees’s help, they produced 
a computer guide and 
“triccionary” (English-Spanish- 
Quiatoni Zapotec) of computer 
terms so others could learn in her 
absence. 

In past years, much 
Quiatonian energy has been 
spent on weaning itself from eco-

nomic dependence on maize. 
Maize combined with maguey 
(Quiantoni’s primary cash crop) 
is distilled into mescal. But 
maguey accelerates soil erosion 
and only a fraction of the com- 
panion crop, maize, can be pro- 
duced on the dry local soil. Maize 
purchased through private mer- 
chants tended to be twice as ex- 
pensive as the hard-to-get and 
often poor-quality government 
commodity. As a result, in 1984 
Quiatonians provided start-up 
capital and staffing for three con- 
sumer cooperatives . Cooperative 
members also identified maize 
wholesalers on the coast who 
could serve as reliable suppliers. 
With this information in hand, 
the cooperative leveraged more 
reasonable rates in their own 
markets and better quality goods 
from government sources. 


The villagers have “creatively - 


attempted to resolve their prob- 
lems, overcoming many obstacles 
in the process,” notes Rees in 
a project summary report. 
“Quiatoni is an example of the 
application of grassroots develop- 
ment in response to felt need, 
using step-by-step development 
and appropriate technology, in- 
volving women and all religious 
groups in democratic discussion 
of needs, goals and action.”

THE PROBLEMS OF THE HOMELESS ARE SO MASSIVE AND SO NUMEROUS, IT’S HARD TO KNOW WHERE TO START 


or more than two weeks, I 

have kept a crumpled sheet 

of paper with the names of 
the shelter guests in my pocket. 
Most are younger than me (35); 
all have children. Some are there 
due to physical threats. I do not 
want to forget them. So far I 
haven't. 

My one evening in a shelter is 
a hurly burly experience. The 
shelter door opens at 6 p.m., 
children jump, run, shout, laugh, 
cry and toss toys around. Supper 
is on the table by 6:30 p.m. and 
volunteer servers help feed some 
of the small children. 

Two students and | are the 
overnight volunteers —our 
orientation ends by 6:45 p.m. 
The rules are made clear: no one’s 
name is given out; the shelter 
address is never revealed; no one 
comes into the shelter after the 
dinner servers and volunteer 
workers go. 

All but the “overnighters” 
leave by 7:30. A male seminary 
student remains for another hour 
to help the children with home- 
work. About half of the children 
are not yet school age, but he 
talks and plays with them, too. 
Then the families retreat upstairs 
to assigned bedrooms. They may 
stay here for up to 30 days. The 
children take turns showering 
and prepare for bed. 

With some coaxing the adults 
begin their assigned chores: 


sweeping and mopping common 
areas, cleaning bathrooms, taking 
out trash, laundering clothes. 

In the little time that is left for 
telephone calls or watching tele- 
vision, a threatening message 
comes over the answering 
machine. This is noted in the 
evening log. The women tell me 
that they are looking for day-care, 
for work, for alternate housing; 
some hope to return to school. 

At 11 p.m. it’s “lights out.” 

I lie awake for awhile. The 
hard work is yet to be done. 

We rise at 5:30 a.m. All the 
guests must be out of the shelter 
by 7 a.m. We make coffee, set out 
the cereal, bowls, milk and fruit. 
We knock on the guests’ rooms 
doors. Children who can dress 
themselves are down to the 
breakfast table first. 

One guest who is no more 


than 21 has three children: a shy 
four-year-old, a toddler and an 
infant. The four-year-old is sadly 
stoic. The toddler, bright and 
curious, grabs a hot curling iron. I 
whisk her away to the bathroom 
to run cold water over her 
burned hand while her mother 
finishes dressing the infant and 
herself. 

It is after 6:30 a.m. 

One family has yet to emerge. 
As | approach the room, I hear a 
boy crying. He is being disci- 
plined harshly. He pleads with his 
mother. I knock on the door. No 
one answers. Do I have the right 
to invade this family’s “tempo- 
rary” space and intercede? I de- 
cide not to enter the room, but 
remain outside the door until I’m 
sure the whipping is over. 

I return downstairs. 

Guests begin to collect their

belongings, bag lunches and 
MARTA tokens. The lone family 
from upstairs descends and 
quickly scurries away. 

It’s chilly. 

By 7:05 a.m. everyone has left. 

I check door locks, turn off the 
heat, make final entries into the 
director's log, then return to my 
warm apartment. | grab a quick 
breakfast and proceed to my job. 

But all day my mind wanders 
back to the shelter guests. Are 
they ona MARTA train heading 
anywhere or outside a social 
services agency door? Are they in 
a library, a mall, a public market, 
or are they standing out in the 
cold? Will they find jobs and day 
care? Will they need shelter in 
another 30 days? Will that young 
mother return tonight to beat her 
son again? 

What should my next step be? 
The hard work is yet to be done.

president and 1932 honors

on July 18. 

Barnett made a lasting impres- 
sion on the Alumnae Association 
as instrumental in the formation of 
the alumnae annual fund—a 
project she initiated in 1944 and

A New Field of Challenge 


ASC ATHLETES WILL EXPERIENCE INTERCOLLEGIATE EQUITY WHEN NCAA MEMBERSHIP COMES 


y early next year, Agnes 

Scott College athletes 

expect to be competing on 
an “even” intercollegiate playing 
field. 

With a nod of approval from its 
Board of Trustees, the College is 
applying for membership in the 
National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation (NCAA). ~ 

For years, as part of the NAIA 
(National Athletic Intercollegiate 
Association), ASC cross country, 
soccer and tennis teams found 
themselves head-to-head with 
players recruited by rival schools 
through athletic scholarships. 
Comments Southern Tennis 
Association Hall of Famer Ruth 
Ryner Lay ’46, who played on the 
tennis team all four years while at 


the College and has followed ten- 
nis ever since: “I would like to see 
Agnes Scott go Division III, 
NCAA. Right now they are com- 
peting with organizations that 
can give scholarships. It’s fun, but 
it is tough.” 

Cynthia Peterson, newly- 
named athletic director at Agnes 
Scott, agrees. She says the 
NCAA philosophy for intercolle- 
giate programs more closely paral- 
lels that of the College. Both set 
the standard for the true student 
athlete as “one who competes in a 
sport for the sheer love of the 
game and not for financial 
benefit.” Agnes Scott has not 
typically “set aside special popula- 
tions” for intercollegiate competi- 
tion, she says.

ROOSEVELT TIES COLLEGE TO NYC-BASED BALLET TROUPE 


ormer Agnes Scott students 

are employed everywhere it 

seems, as was evidenced this 
past October when Ballet 
Hispanico was part of Agnes 
Scott’s College Events Series. 
The New York-based dance 
company’s Agnes Scott connec- 
tion is Verdery Roosevelt, execu- 
tive director of the company 
since 1980. 

Although not a graduate of 
Agnes Scott, Roosevelt spent her 
formative first year of college at 
ASC in 1969-70. She remembers 
experiencing “the freedom one 
has as a freshman to become in- 
volved with campus activities.” 
Among those activities was her 
introduction to performance art 
through the Agnes Scott theatre 
department. 

“T was roped into it by some- 
one on my hall who knew | 
could sew,” Roosevelt explained. 
Along with making costumes, 
she also had her first theatrical 
experience as Pea’s Blossom in a 
Blackfriars presentation of A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream. 
Roosevelt cites this as the first 
step on the road to her current 
performing arts career. 

She credits English professor 
Patrica Pinka with luring her to 
the word. “She taught me how to 
write,” Roosevelt says, “which is 
another way to say she taught me 
how to think. It’s a skill I use ev- 
ery day.” 

From Agnes Scott, Roosevelt 
transferred to the University of 
Alabama, where she earned her 
B.A. in English in 1973. She 
later went on to earn a master’s 
in business/art administration in 
1978, which led her to Ballet 
Hispanico as assistant director. 

Within two years, she moved 
up to the job of executive direc- 
tor. Roosevelt is now responsible 
for financial growth and manage- 
ment of the company. She con- 
trols a $1.7 million operating 
budget, up considerably from the 


Ina 1990-91 survey of NCAA 
member colleges in the South 
and Northeast, Peterson also 
learned that the majority of 
women’s colleges were NCAA 
Division II]. “The only two left 
out were Wesleyan and Agnes 
Scott (and Converse which is 
NCAA Division II).” 

The NCAA, Peterson notes, is 
a larger (1,100 members com- 
pared to the NAIA’s 578), better 
known organization. Generally, 
student athletes are more familiar 
with its rules and regulations. 

In the past, the one hurdle to 
Agnes Scott seeking NCAA 
membership was its requirement 
that member institutions sponsor 
four sports on the intercollegiate 
level which required further 
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company’s $300,000 budget when 
she joined the staff. 

Growth has come through 
grants secured from the National 
Endowment for the Arts, as well 
as from various New York arts 
councils and private patrons. 

Roosevelt also supervises the 
60-member staff of Ballet 
Hispanico’s company and school, 
which performs both nationally 
and internationally and offers 
classes to over 1,000 students. 

Students range in age from the 
elementary children targeted by 
the Primeros Pasos (First Steps) 
public school-based program to 
the 12 to 18-year-old group in the 
Summer Dance Institute. 

The company, founded and led 
by artistic director Tina Ramirez, 
strives to provide instruction and 
performance of a unique combina- 
tion of classical ballet and tradi- 
tional Spanish dance.

careful listening and respect for the | 


individual to every arena. 

e Women leaders must lead the | 
way in promoting the “rightness”of | 
diversity and the wealth of oppor 
tunities to be gained through glo- 
bal coalition-building. In this 
global village, honest, caring, clear 
communication and good listen- 
ing, combined with the ability to 
act and to motivate, will make the 
difference in solving problems of 
starvation, hopelessness and ram- 
pant disease and in helping bring 
about world peace. 

e Women must not only serve 
as mentors to our younger counter- 
parts but we must also help to 
build and strengthen networks 
among all peoples who want to 
serve and to lead. Women have 
long recognized the value in group 
efforts and the wealth that is 
gained through consensus and ap- 
preciation for the greater whole. 
Women must not only be able to 
use these leadership tools profes- 
sionally but we must also be 
ready to teach them to all who 
are interested. 

¢ Women leaders of the future 
will demand a respect for the indi- 
vidual within each of us. We must 
care for ourselves emotionally, 
physically, holistically. We must 
constantly remind ourselves that 
the vision of Super Woman is a 
myth, that there truly are only 
seven days in a week and 24 hours 
in a day and that each of us is only 
human.

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Do matching gifts really 
make a difference to the 
Annual Fund? 

A. Yes. Last year, over 300 con- 
tributions were matched and over 
$62,000 was contributed to the 
Annual Fund through matching 
gifts from corporations. Matching 
contributions to ALL funds totaled 
$93,000. Some companies double 
or even triple their employees’ 
contributions. 


My company matches on a 
2:1 basis. Do I get credit 
or the matching gift when the 
College determines giving clubs? 
A. Yes. In fact, matching gifts 
are an excellent way to move up 
the giving club structure. 


It’s too complicated to 
apply for a matching gift. 
ont I have to write a proposal 
or something? 

A. No. It is really quite simple 
to have a gift matched. The forms 
are usually available in your 
company’s personnel office. When 
you send in your contribution, you 
just complete the donor portion of 
the form and send it along with 
your gift. That’s it. We do the rest 
and credit the gift to you when it is 
received. Companies will match 
gifts of stocks and bonds as well. 


I’m retired, so I’m no 
longer eligible to have my 
gifts matched by my company. 

A. Not so. Retirees, spouses and 
dependent children of employees 
are usually eligible to have their 
contributions matched. Check 
with your company’s (or your 
spouse’s) personnel office if you are 
unsure. 


My husband has already 

made a contribution to his 
collége this year and his company 
matched it. Will it still match 
mine? 

A. Most likely, yes. Most com- 
panies have a fairly high “cut-off” 
point for the amount they will 
match each year (usually up to 
$5,000). If your charitable contri- 
butions that have been matched 
do not exceed the set amount, 
your gift will still be eligible. 

As you can see, matching 
gifts can benefit both the College 
and you, the donor. This money 
has been set aside by these compa- 
nies for the sole purpose of match- 
ing their employees’ contributions 

as a corporate benefit—like 
health insurance and vacation 
pay). It also enables the company 
to make its charitable contribu- 
tions by donating to the institu- 
tions its employees choose. All you 
have to do is let them know that 
you want to take advantage of the 
program. So when you make your 
contribution this year, don’t forget 
your matching form!

Classic Richardson 


ASC GRAD HAS FOUND EXCITEMENT AND SATISFACTION IN THEATER CAREER 


he aroma of popcorn and home- 
made brownies from the concession 
stand permeates the intimate theater 
as the house lights dim and the audience 
quiets in anticipation of John Huston’s 
Falcon. 

The Maltese Falcon is one of many cin- 
ema classics Susan Richardson ’42 has had 
a hand in bringing back to the big screen of 
New York’s Theater 80, a circa 1866 revival 
movie-theatre at 80 St. Mark’s Place, that’s 
wedged in the burgeoning row of funk and 
charm in Greenwich’s East Village. 
Richardson spends three days a week keep- 
ing books for the operation. 

As a self-described “Girl Friday,” 
Richardson, 68, has worked with Howard 
Otway, the theatre’s owner, for over 20 
years. “Theater 80 is one of the only 
surviving repertoire theaters,” says 
Richardson. “We are not a second-run the- 
ater, but we do give people a chance to see 
a film that they didn’t get a chance to see 
the first time around. We work hard with 
distributors to find obscure films by great 
directors.” 

Surviving in a competitive market such 
as New York has not been easy, but 
Richardson explains Theater 80’s popular- 
ity. “Sitting in the theater is the appeal of 
it. Seeing a film with other people sur- 
rounding you—that’s a real theater experi- 
ence. There is an excitement about 
laughing with others and the community of 
seeing a film. It’s kind of like you have 


chosen career. While working in the per- 
sonnel department of duPont in Augusta, 
Ga., she volunteered with various commu- 
nity organizations including the Augusta 
Players, a civic theater group, with which 
she learned to produce plays. The perfor- 
mance troupe held her interest so strongly 
that Richardson took a leave of absence 
from duPont to become business manager 
for the Augusta Players. That “temporary” 
leave of absence soon became permanent. 

“We created an interesting arena theater 
there,” remembers Richardson. Directors 
working with the Augusta Players staged 
summer stock productions in other parts of 
the country. Through these directors she 
became more involved with theaters up the 
East Coast. In 1954, she settled in Vermont 
to work in theater management. 

Since making New York her home 20 
years ago, Richardson has produced several 
off-Broadway plays, including One Night 
Stands of a Noisy Passenger with Robert 
DeNiro and her most successful, Inspector 
Hound, which ran for one year in 1972. As 
time progressed it became increasingly diffi- 
cult to attract financial investors for her 

lays. “The first play I produced cost 
$25,000. That same production would cost 
$250,000 today. It has become a big busi- 
ness to do off Broadway shows. Productions 
are now surrounded by more artistic staff 
and do a great deal more promotion be- 
cause of the competition.” 

While no longer a producer, Richardson 
has kept a pulse on the business as a con-

West served as president 
and professor of education at 
Carroll College in Waukesha, 
Wis., and as president and 
professor of humanities at Ar- 
kansas College in Batesville, 
Ark. Both institutions are 
small liberal arts colleges af- 
filiated with the Presbyterian 
Church. 

Most recently, West was a 
consultant in fundraising with 
Quehl & Associates, of 
Orinda, Calif. 

West is vice chair of the 
Council of Independent 
Colleges. He is the author or 
co-author of a number of 
publications on topics 
including college leadership, 
financing liberal arts colleges 
and the value of liberal arts 
education.

Mothers and Daughters

hen Peggy Chapman 
Curington’s daughter 

asked to try on her Agnes 
Scott ring, the class of 1970 
alumna responded with a quick: 
“sure.” The homemaker from St. 
Leo, Fla. whose daughter Emily is 
one of four class of 1970 daughters 


entering Agnes Scott this fall, says, 


“There is a bond there and it feels 
nice to me.” 

But Emily’s request to keep the 
ring was met with an equally 
prompt “no,” mother Curington 
laughs. “She has to earn her own.” 

Peggy Curington earned her 
onyx at ASC in an age of turbu- 
lence and change: Malcolm X, 
Martin Luther King Jr. and Sen. 
Robert E Kennedy where all assas- 
sinated by 1969 and American 
troops in Vietnam peaked at more 
than 500,000. By the time the 
class of 1970 graduated, Neil 
Armstrong had made his first step 
on the moon, anti-war demonstra- 
tions affected America’s decision 
to with draw from Vietnam, Earth 
Day had made its debut, and the 
first two women in the U.S. Army 
were elevated to the rank of gen- 
eral. 

Curington and her classmates, 
among them: Carol Fuller, Rita 
Chambers and Amy Wright were 
galvinized by both their Agnes 
Scott experience and world events 
of the day. They would unknow- 
ingly meet again 20 years later 
when their daughters: Emily 
Curington, Blythe Fuller, Becca 


Chambers and Ashley Wright ar- 
rive at ASC for orientation. 

“We weren’t close friends but 
we were all fond of each other,” 
says Peggy Curington of their ori- 
entation ‘reunion.’ “When we 
looked across the room it was like 
‘oh yeah, | remember you,’ so | was 
pleasantly surprised.” 

Amy Wright, a real estate agent 
in Milledgeville, Ga., describes her 
return with her daughter: “I thor- 
oughly enjoyed it. When I was at 
Agnes Scott [as a first-year stu- 
dent] there was such a support 
group waiting. The camaraderie 
and sisterhood are still there. 
Ashley has walked into a commu- 
nity of sisterhood. She has often 
times expressed surprise that 
people are so friendly and have 
gone out of their way to include 
her in things. She certainly would 
not have gotten this on many 
other college campuses.” 

And Amy also recognizes the 
importance the College now 
places on developing “marketable 
skills.” During her years at ASC 
the bent was more toward “enrich- 
ment” than marketability. Now, 
students may pursue professional 
training programs and teaching 
certifications. 

Carol Fuller, a homemaker and 
community volunteer in 
Lynchburg, Va., points out another 
noticeable change. “I can see an 
emphasis on diversity now. 

“Students seem more liberal 
than when I was there,” adds Rita 


Chambers “I’m glad to see that it 
has not become a conservative 
pocket. Diversity of thought and 
backeround have been encouraged 
rather than discouraged.” 

The four students (four of the 
five legacy daughters entering 
ASC this fall) agree they were not 
coerced by their mothers to attend 
Agnes Scott. In fact, Peggy 
Curington’s only advice to her 
daughter was to give Agnes Scott 
equal consideration along with 
other colleges. 

So what cinched the decision 
for Emily? “Everything was right,” 
she says. “It’s not too far from 
home, but not too close, either. 
want to go to law school and | 

think Agnes Scott will help me to 
prepare for that.’ 

“I chose Agnes Scott because I 
like the idea of an all women’s 
school and it being small so that I 
can get personal attention,” notes 
Ashley. “I felt an all women’s 
school was more relaxed and 
would give women an opportunity 
to excel without competing 
against men. But what surprised 
me most was that it was not all 
girls—men actually came to cam- 
pus,” she says and laughs. 

Agnes Scott’s being a women’s 
college also played an important 
role in Blythe’s decision. “There 
are things I can tell [mother] that 
she [already] knows. She told me 
that [attending a women’s college] 
was an advantage and now | un- 
derstand what she means by that.”

Becca Chambers represents the 
fourth generation of women from 
her family to attend the College. 
“There was no pressure on me to 
go to Agnes Scott, but because so 
many of my family members de- 
cided to go, I thought it must be a 
good college. When I visited the 
school I felt at home. | could imag- 
ine my mother and grandmother 
coming here.” 

“Becca has felt the roots and 
tradition,” says her mother Rita, a 
computer manager for a nuclear 
physics lab in Newport News, Va. 
“There is a sense of belonging at 
Agnes Scott that she would not 
have at another college. I think 
she will really enjoy the close envi- 
ronment, getting to know every-

one in her class.” 

Rita sums up what she would 
like to see her daughter take with 
her when she graduates from 
Agnes Scott. “I left Agnes Scott 
with real pursuit of excellence, self 
reliance and confidence. [While at 
ASC] I was stretched as far as pos- 
sible in terms of needing to think 
about doing right and well and 
learning how to dig for informa- 
tion. 

“My willingness to work hard 
counted; the truth counted in the 
long run, and I developed my own 
personal sense of success. So, I'll be 
watching in the next four years to 
see if all that is still there at Agnes 
Scott.”

gnes Scott College recently re- 
ceived a grant from The Tull 
Charitable Foundation Inc., of 

Atlanta in the amount of $75,000. The 
grant will be used to help purchase equip- 
ment and software needed to computerize 
the College’s McCain Library card catalog, 
serials and title of acquistions. 

The computerization project is sched- 
uled to begin this summer and will provide 


| Agnes Scott students and faculty with 


greatly expanded research capabilities. 
“Not only will the new catalog system al- 
low cross referencing of the holdings in our 
library, but it will provide access to the 
records of the other area college and uni- 
versity libraries,” says Agnes Scott Library 
Director Judith Jensen. 

“Students will be encouraged to explore 
subjects [more fully] because the needed 
information will be much more readily 
available to them. Computerization will 
also improve the accuracy and speed with 
which circulation and acquisition informa- 
tion can be processed, giving library staff 
more time to devote to assisting students,” 
Jensen says. 

The new computerized card catalog sys- 
tem is scheduled to be installed and in use 


by the end of 1994.

his year Nancy Thomas Hill 56 

made a contribution to Agnes Scott 

that will continue serving the Col- 
lege beyond Hill’s years. The alumna, who 
has served as a trustee since 1986, estab- 
lished the $100,000 
Nancy Thomas Hill 
Charitable Remainder 
Unitrust naming 
Agnes Scott as the 
beneficiary. “We are 
grateful for Nancy’s 
foresight in 
establishing this trust 
to benefit Agnes Scott 
in the future,” says 
Bonnie B. Johnson, vice president for de- 
velopment and public affairs. 

As a result of its creation, the unitrust 
affords the donor a substantial income tax 
charitable contribution deduction. Each 
year, the donor receives a fixed percentage 
of the fair market value of the trust’s as- 
sets—usually between 5 and 8 percent. In 
addition, the donor generally incurs no 
capital gain on the transfer of assets to the 
trust fund. At the time of the donor's

death, the principal will go to Agnes Scott.

many financial advisors as one of the five 
best planned giving options of the 1990s. 

“T have had Agnes Scott included in my 
will for many years and have always con- 
tributed to the College,” says Hill. “My 
involvement as a trustee has made me un- 
derstand even more how important it is for 
alumnae to bequest to the College. The 
great advantage to the College of establish- 
ing a trust is that the gift is now irrevo- 
cable.” 

The advantage of the Remainder Trust 
to the donor are particularly applicable 
when there is highly appreciated stock. 

“In my case, there was stock inherited 
through my family from my grandfather. 
Establishing a trust enabled me to sell some 
stock without paying large capital gain 
taxes, create a new investment which pro- 
vides a guaranteed income for life, and 
make a significant gift to Agnes Scott. It 
was a win/win situation for me! This trust 
is designated for the Endowment Fund. 
The knowledge that it will be a part of the 
College for years to come is important. I 
feel that | am a steward of these assets 
which have been passed on to me and have 
aresponsibility to use them in ways which 
my grandfather would approve.” 


VISITING JAPANESE STUDENT KYOKO ITO DISCOVERS A COMMON GROUND IN THE UNITED STATES 


15 gather at the Juniper Street activity cen- 
ter and welcome another guest—volunteer 
Kyoko Ito, an exchange student from Kinjo 
Gakuin University in Japan who studied 
this fall at Agnes Scott. 

Because there are very few models for 
this sort of community service in Japan, Ito 
elects to remain in the Atlanta area after 
the semester ends to find out more about 
non-profit institutions such as Common 
Ground (which is administered by the 
Atlanta Interfaith AIDS Network and its 
39 supporting congregations). In her sociol- 
ogy class at Agnes Scott, she has studied 
about Americans’ attitudes toward people 
living with AIDS and would like to interact 
with AIDS patients herself. 

The Common Ground group is cordial; 
people talk, joke, laugh, confide, knit, write 
and play music. They share their sorrows 
and joys about living with an unpredictable 
condition. 

“In this community, death becomes a 
standard,” observes Ito, “and pill-taking 
becomes ordinary. But the people change 
themselves to live with the disease.” 

The morning reflection is led by pro- 
gram director Bob Hudak. He reads from a 
book entitled Seasons of the Heart. 

“Study the flowers,” it advises. “Flowers 
are like people—finely crafted, they have to 
be appreciated and shouldn’t go unnoticed. 
Each is unique.” 

Any person in the group who feels like 
talking is allowed to. One guest says, 
“When I became ill and stopped working, 
this [gathering place] gave me a purpose. | 
worked for that company for 18 years. Not a 
soul at the company has contacted me since 
I left. Here, if 1 am missed a day, someone 
calls looking for me.” 

Another guest who volunteers says, “I 
came to find out about Common Ground 
and haven't left since. Being here refuels 
me. This is a place to get filled with energy 
and pride.” 


Some in the group move toward the 
kitchen to serve lunch. It is, for the most 
part, a happy gathering. One or two need 
assistance in eating. A 27-year-old former 
Army military policeman makes friends 
with Ito. His choice of words is deliberate 
so that the Japanese visitor will understand 
him. After the lunch they move together 
to the kitchen for cleanup. In between 
scraping the dishes and loading the dish 
washer, he quizzes Ito about her culture 
and imparts his own thoughts on women 
and American society. 

A few additional volunteers come by to 
participate in this afternoon’s planned ac- 
tivity: Indian bead work. On other days, 
the group may play board games, bowl or 
make visits to ailing friends. Ito will be | 
tapped to share her origami skills. Many 
engage her in lively conversation and are | 
quick to laugh. Ito says she wishes she 
could take their attitude home with her to 
Japan. 

“The people in Common Ground in- | 
spire me because of their bravery” says Ito, 
an English linguistics student. “I almost 
forget that they are living with the dis- 
ease,” she says of their upbeat attitudes. “I 
think that they are terrified by the disease 
but they live with it. That experience 
makes them stronger.” 

Program director Hudak, an ordained 
Franciscan priest who left the order to 
marry, says Ito’s presence offers the group 
an opportunity for growth. “It takes an 
open, caring, intelligent person to come in | 
and participate. She exudes a confidence 
to the group and presents a gentle chal- 
lenge for participants here,” both as a new 
person in the group dynamic and as some- 
one who speaks English as her non-native 
tongue. “She’s been wonderful.” 

At Common Ground, says Ito, “I don't | 
have to be Japanese or a woman, | just 
have to be myself. They always try to | 
accept others.”

or three months—Novem- 

ber, December, and Janu- 

ary—I had the privilege of 
being on leave after 10 years at 
Agnes Scott. My activities were 
as eclectic as is my work as a 
president. I began to use my own 
computer, gave a speech in Span- 
ish for the Presbyterian Synod of 
Puerto Rico and made two major 
trips outside the country—one to 
Central Europe and the other to 
Chile and Argentina, countries 
which were new to me. All of 
these experiences had value for 
me and the leave certainly has 
refreshed me for the tasks ahead. 

In Berlin, Prague and 

Budapest, my group, including 
Canadian and United States edu- 
cators and European leaders, vis- 
ited a number of post-secondary 
institutions, most with missions 
somewhat different from ours 
here at Agnes Scott, but with 
overlapping disciplines such as 
teacher training and foreign lan- 
guage instruction. Of course, one 
is always struck with the number 
of citizens who are fluent in lan- 
guages other than their own and 
the importance others give to 
learning foreign languages in 
practical courses of study as well 
as in what we call the liberal arts. 
We native speakers of English, 
fortunate enough to have an im- 
portant tool for worldwide travel 
and commerce, must not be con- 
tent with this linguistic hege- 


mony. It is only possible to under 
stand another culture in any 
depth when one knows the lan- 
guage of that culture. 

The contrast, for me, between 
visiting countries such as Hun- 
gary and Czechoslovakia where | 
could not even discern the gist of 
newspaper articles, and being in 
Chile and Argentina, (I speak 
Spanish) was enormous. When 
unable to speak with citizens or 
read of the day’s events one feels 
like half a person. I am pleased 
that Agnes Scott has always em- 
phasized foreign languages and 
that current efforts to use foreign 
languages in courses in other dis- 
ciplines expand the experiences 
of students on campus as well as 
abroad. 

In the countries formerly un- 
der Communist rule, one appreci- 
ates the advantages of freedom, of 
course, but the consequences of a 
shift in economic systems are not 
all positive, at least in the period 
of transition. Being out of work is 
a shock in any system, but in a 
place where everyone had a job, 
no matter how underpaid or 
meaningless the work might have 
been, unemployment has an even 
greater effect. It is no wonder that 
people in the former Eastern Bloc 
realize that emulating the West 
in everything may not be advan- 
tageous. 

Another lesson in humility 
about “our system” is learned by 
comparing what the countries of 
Europe provide for all citizens in 
the way of health care and educa- 
tion. In the approximately 30 
years in which I have been ac- 
quainted with any part of Europe, 
most of the countries have forged 
ahead of the United States in 
caring for all of their citizens. We 
in the U.S. will pay dearly for our 
unwillingness to tax ourselves 
appropriately in order to meet the 
needs for preventive health care 
and excellent education for all.

wakened by the thunder 
of bombers, a barefoot 
man rolls out of his cot 
and watches from his cellblock 
window the lovely vapor trails 
forming behind retreating Allied 
planes. 

He listens. 

Now he hears the prisoner in 
the next cell, crying. 

“He will be executed,” he 
laments and to himself verbally 
sorts through the night’s other 
voices: the uneasy creak of cots, 
the clank of chains, talk between 
guards, and new the silent cries 
from the next cell of the prisoner 
headed for execution 

“Listening,” he reminds him- 
self, “has its own price and obliga- 
tions.” 

The solitary figure on the 
Winter Theatre stage this fall is 
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actor Michael Shannon. With 
lines pieced together from World 
War II prison notes, letters and 
writings of German theologian 
Dietrich Bonhoeffer, this night 
the actor “obligates” his Agnes 
Scott audience. 

Bonhoeffer’s wrestling from a 
suburban Berlin prison with life 
and death issues, with the insan- 
ity of the holocaust, gives the 
audience pause to explore per 
sonal and contemporary ques- 
tions of conscience. When is it 
appropriate for the individual to 
comply? At what point does each 
draw the line? When must one 
ict, with no regard for personal 
cost? What does it mean to be a 
person of faith? 

From his prison cell, and at 
the anticipation of his own ex- 
ecution at the hands of the Nazis, 


Bonhoeffer concludes that death 
is not the ultimate concern and 
that the strength of God resides 
in apparent weakness. “God al- 
lowed himself to be pushed out of 
the world and onto the cross.” 
Through this play, The End, 
the Beginning of Life: The Prison 
Experiences of Dietrich Bonhoeffer 
by David W. Newton, through a 
movie examining Bonhoeffer’s 
life from childhood through mar- 
tyrdom, through a call to con- 
tinue the work of the Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr. and through the 
words of contemporary Agnes 
Scott students, this year’s “Faith 
and Learning Project” events fo- 
cused on lives of conscience. 
“Bonhoeffer’s struggle. His 
ability to define who he was and 
what he was and was not willing 
to give up, and where all this fit

Be- 
ing such a large group we were an 
easy target for cat calls. A bucket 
of hot water [was] dumped on us 
and fire crackers thrown at us. 
We saw a white man and an Afri- 
can get into a dispute. A knife 
was pulled out but tempers were 
held in. We came back by 12 
(Y.W.C.A. rules!). I was glad to 


get sleep however! 


JANUARY 1 


Suburbs 


We went to a tour guide’s 
house—it was like stepping into 
Better Homes and Gardens and 
does it ever provide a contrast to 
Soweto. The first thing you no- 
tice in Johannesburg are the tall 
walls around the homes and the 
large amount of razor wire sur- 
rounding the businesses and

People seem to have a 
paranoia about crime. Bars coy- 
ered every window and door. I 
enjoyed speaking about the flora 
in his yard. The most interesting 
was the protea—South Africa’s 
national flower—which is pro- 
tected by the government and 
only grows wild. I found it very 
interesting that the open area 
where the men lived in hostels in 
Soweto had hidden gardens of 
corn, squash, tomatoes, interwo- 
ven among the cane weeds. 


JANUARY 2 


Johannesburg Metro Area 


I went to see [musician] Ray 
Phiri. Only 100 people or less 
were there. Many had come all 
the way from Soweto. I [and a 
few other students] met a couple, 
we discussed politics. Phiri and 
his band were fantastic. Two of 
the players started singing “Ma- 
mas, don’t let your babies grow up 
to be cowboys.” It turned into a 
sing-along. 


Botanical Gardens 


The gardens were beautifully 
maintained, yet nothing was la- 
beled, except the rose garden. 
ere was no conservatory or 
greenhouse. I took a billion pho- 
tos of indigenous plants—mimo- 


sas, lavenders, eucalyptus, fir, wil- 
lows. We had a wonderful experi- 
ence of cross-cultural communi- 
cation in trying to get a taxi to 
pick us up. The girl on the other 
end [of the phone] could not un- 
derstand my accent and | could 
not understand hers! After 15 
minutes we finally established 
where we were and a taxi was 
sent. [At a restaurant later,] we 
struck up a conversation with the 
people seated next to us. They 
were three women who had been 
sent by the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil to observe political violence. 
They thought we were crazy be- 
cause we had walked around 
Hillbrow. According to them, it 
was entirely unsafe. One, a spe- 
cialist in train violence, advised 
[against riding] local trains.

Soweto 


We went to a Presbyterian 
church in West Orlando, this 
morning. Congregation was 
about 30-50.

Graham, Charles Johnson 
and Memye Curtis Tucker ’56— 
visited Agnes Scott to read ex- 
cerpts from their works (poetry, 
short stories and non-fiction), 
critique students’ works and judge 
entries in the 1993 Agnes Scott 
Writers’ Festival, April 15-16, 
that English Chair Linda Hubert 
described as “most glorious.” 

Rachel M. Davis won in the 
category of poetry for “Last Will 
and Testament” and George 
Michael Donahue for “A Dozen 
Ways of Listening to a Blue Jay.” 
In short fiction, Nancy Sherrod 
won for Silver-Haired Daddy. The 
personal essay winner was Melissa 
Morphew with For a Fat Girl You 
Don’t Sweat Much. All of this 
year’s winners are University of 
Georgia students and each re- 
ceived a prize of $100. 

Tucker, 1990 Poet on Tour for 
the Georgia Poetry Circuit, who 
frequently leads poetry workshops 
at Callanwolde and Kennesaw 
State College, opened the festival 
on April 15 by giving the Distin- 
guished Alumnae Reading, an 
event which Hubert hopes to 
make an annual tradition. Exact 
and precise on stage, Tucker read 
poems such as “Sleep” and 
“Hellmouth.” Author of Holding 
Patterns, Tucker is an authority 
on the literary critic Northrop 


Frye. 
Graham, with blondish mane, 


wrapped in velvet and heeled in 
stilettos, presented the look of a 
poet. The University of Iowa 
writing teacher read from her 
works later that evening in the 
Dana Winter Theatre. Said one 
cohort, “To read Jorie Graham’s 
poetry is to be swept away by the 
extraordinary magic of a land 
that is at once familiar and 
strange.” As Graham read in her 
deep, emotional voice, listeners 
were indeed swept away. She is 
author of several books of poetry, 
including The End of Beauty 
(1987), Region of Unlikeness 
(1991) and the upcoming Materi- 
alism. 

Cofer, who read from her 
works on April 16, said, “In 
searching for a way to write essays 
about my background, as a Puerto 
Rican person growing up, part of 
the time in the United States, 
part of the time on the island, 
traveling back and forth between 
languages and eventually worlds 
and cultures, I knew from the 
start that I would not be able to 
write something completely 
[objective], that I would have to 
approach it from a poetic angle.” 

Cofer, who often mixes genre 
within her books, reads with her 
body. Her hands move. Even the 
turn of her dark black hair gives 
meaning to the words she speaks. 
Cofer, an assistant professor of 
English and creative writing at 
the University of Georgia, has 
published The Line of the Sun 


(1987) and Silent Dancing (1990). 
The Latin Deli is forthcoming. 

In a panel discussion that fol- 
lowed, Tucker moderated as the 
group critiqued the writing en- 
tries of students from Georgia 
colleges. The authors commented 
on the works of entrants who 
shared their field of interes-— 
Graham for poetry, Johnson for 
short fiction and Cofer for cre- 
ative non-fiction. 

Hubert gave a tribute to clos- 
ing reader Johnson, saying: “We 
are not surprised that he has a 
Ph.D. in philosophy from South- 
ern Illinois, that he excels as a 
cartoonist, having drawn over 
2,000 pictures as an undergradu- 
ate, that he was a devoted stu- 
dent of John Gardener, or that he 
was fundamental to the new dis- 
cipline of Black Studies.” 

Johnson, a teacher of writing 
for 16 years and director of the 
creative writing program at the 
University of Washington where 
he holds an endowed chair, read 
from his novel Middle Passage, 
which won the 1990 National 
Book Award and is being pro- 
duced as a movie by Tri-Star Pic- 
tures. He closed with a reading of 
a short story from his book The 
Sorcerer's Apprentice. 

In his funny, clear, highly 
intelligent way, Johnson was soft, 
unassuming, yet powerful, and 
never satisfied the audience’s 
desire to hear more.

What began for Christy Wilson 
04 as a 12-day peek inside the 
inner circle of power in Washing- 
ton, D.C., this past January grew 
into a two-month internship for 
the ASC junior. 

Wilson participated in the 
Jan. 3-15 Women and Public 
Policy Seminar sponsored by the 
Public Leadership Education 
Network (PLEN). PLEN is a con- 
sortium of women’s colleges to 
which Agnes Scott belongs. 

During the seminar, newly- 
elected U.S. Representative 
Cynthia McKinney offered Wil- 
son the internship. As an assis- 
tant to McKinney, Wilson at- 
tended committee meetings on 
international affairs and health 
care, managed the press clippings, 
data entry and mail distribution, 
and represented McKinney at 
various meetings. 

Wilson recognizes the benefits 
of the program: “I enjoyed every 
minute of the seminar. The 
speakers were very informative 
and personal. The motivation 
and encouragement gained from 
this experience led me to a posi- 
tion filled with opportunities.” 

Also attending the PLEN 
seminar were ASC students Erin 
Bolling 94, Jessica Daugherty 94, 
LePret Dickinson 94, Peggy Lyle 
94, Maryjo Thompson "95 and 
Ruth Wiles ’96. 

The students had personal 
interaction with accomplished 
women including Dr. Antonia C. 
Novello, surgeon general of the 
United States of America; Mary 
Matalin, a member of the cam- 
paign staff for Bush/Quayle ’92; 
Leslie Wolfe, director of the Cen- 
ter for Women’s Policy Studies; 
Ranny Cooper, chief of staff for 
U.S. Senator Ted Kennedy; 


Agnes Scott College has been accredited by the 
Commission on Colleges of the Southern Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Schools (SACS) to 
award a master of arts in teaching English. The 
accreditation is retroactive to Jan. 1, 1992. 

The ASC program, begun recently, combines 
instruction in English and education. It is geared 
for individuals who would like to be certified as 
teachers of English on the secondary level. Spe- 


cial features of the MAT include an emphasis on 
gender equity, a writing workshop that focuses on 
improving teaching writing and two semesters of 
supervised internship. 

The program's teaching techniques encourage 
the broadest range of student participation. Says 
instructor Christine Cozzens, “Working together 
to solve problems enlarges on the skills that 
women bring to education.” 


Faculty Passes Resolution Of No Confidence

services were held after the faculty resolution and other 
scheduled activities are proceeding as usual. — Bonnie

n Friday, May 14, the faculty of Agnes 

Scott College passed a resolution of 

“no confidence” in the leadership of Presi- 
dent Ruth Schmidt who is completing her 11th 
year at the College. Forty-four members affirmed 
the resolution; six stood in opposition and 10 


abstained. 


The vote was triggered by the President's denial 
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of tenure for an assistant professor of mathematics who 
had been employed by the College since August 1987. 
In the tenure process at Agnes Scott, separate recom- 
mendations are made by the faculty Appointment, Re- 
appointment, Promotion, and Tenure [ARPT] Com- 
mittee and the Dean of the College to the President. 
The President then decides whether to make a posi- 


tive recommendation to the Board of Trustees. If ten- 
ure is recommended by the President, the Board then 
makes the final decision on granting tenure. If the 


President decides not to recommend tenure, she for- 
wards only a report of that decision to the Board. 

In this case, the unpopular decision was made after 
the ARPT Committee and the Dean of the College 
Sarah Blanshei had recommended tenure. 

The matter has been reported by the Faculty Ex- 


ecutive Committee to Joe Gladden, Chairperson of 


the Board of Trustees of the College. 


Betsey Wright, former chief of 
staff for President Bill Clinton 
and a founder of PLEN; Maralee 
Schwartz, editor for the Washing- 
ton Post; and Kathy Bushkin, edi- 
torial director of U.S. News and 
World Report. Legislative assis- 
tants for congresswomen and oth- 
ers provided helpful information 
about their positions and how 
they obtained them. 

PLEN students attended a ses- 
sion of the Supreme Court and 
met with women senators in their 
offices. The ASC group expressed 
no problems with clearance and 
were impressed with the effi- 
ciency of the program. 

“We were told over and over 
to keep trying, learn to write well, 
speak well, travel and network. 
Intern as much as you can, but 
get out there and do it,” says 
Ruth Wiles. “We were assured 
that we would have a large 
amount of help made available to 
us through the many strongly 
knit women’s groups that are 
working so hard in Washington.” 

Wiles had been one of 
Cynthia McKinney’s campaign 
workers and was able to attend a 
Black caucus and see McKinney 
sworn into office. She recalled 
her excitement at the impressive 
ceremony and her pride at wit- 
nessing such strong political lead- 
ers in Washington. 

LePret Dickinson eagerly 
shares what she learned from the 
trip: “The experience gave me

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A Time to Think 


| DON’T KNOW IF IT’S MY LACK OF UNDERSTANDING OR WHAT .. . BUT SOUTH AFRICA IS AN EXPERIENCE 


With a group of 23 Agnes Scott 
students, faculty and staff, Theresa 
Hoenes ’94 of Marietta traveled to 
Johannesburg and Botswana after 
Christmas; this is from her journal. 


JANUARY 4 


Soweto (Mandelaview) : 


An incredible experience. The 
children were so beautiful [al- 
though the neighborhood was a 
shantytown]. The children were 
enchanting. I went into one 
home. The woman’s room was 
very crowded, but very clean and 
neat—couldn’t have been more 
than 13 feet by 13 feet. Most of 
the children did not know En- 
glish. They were fascinated by the 
cameras—especially Dolores 
[Shelton’s] Polaroid. We walked 
through the market and bus stop 
area. The conditions in which 
things are sold seemed very un- 
healthy. The smells were incred- 
ible. Seeing both sides of Soweto, 
the shantytown, then uptown, 
was very good. It was as economi- 
cally diverse as any area or coun- 
try. We saw the house given to 
[Nelson] Mandela after he got out 
of prison. It definitely is a fortress 
[high walls surrounding it]. 

I liked the Sowetan people 
better than those who live in 
Johannesburg. When I was in the 
Railway Museum on the last day 
in Johannesburg, | was standing 


alone looking at something. I 
turned around and a soldier stood 
there with a huge automatic rifle. 
I smiled and tried to pass. He 
would not let me pass and pro- 
ceeded to tell me that he loved 
me and that I needed to come to 
his flat. He followed me and kept 
on speaking in an unsettling way. 
I emphatically told him to leave 
me alone. 


JANUARY 5 
African National Congress 
Headquarters 


The setting is a board room with 
a gorgeous black wood table. Di- 
rectors of ANC brief the group 
on the political situation. I felt 
sorry and was somewhat incensed 
at the treatment of the woman 
representative of the ANC. First 
of all, the Indian man [in charge 
of introductions] forgot her name 
and she was seated behind every- 
one else—obscured from our 
view. She left before I could ask 
her about women’s issues. 


JANUARY 9 


In transit to Matsiloje (52 kilo- 
meters northeast of 
Francistown, Botswana) 


We traveled an hour via the back 
of a truck on a bumpy dirt road to 
this little village. It is the home of 
Philemon Mahupela, an Angli- 


can priest, and his wife, Irene. No 
matter what topic we discuss, it 
ends up revolving around money. 
I gave [children of their 
friends] paper and pens and they 
love it. They never see white 
people except in Francistown, so 
| am an interesting subject. They 
are writing words: “monyane”— 
bird, “setlhare”—tree, “motho”— 
person, “dumela”—hello. 
Philemon took me on a tour 
of the village (population 1,000 
motho!). Botswana enjoy enor- 
mous amounts of salt in their 
diet. Irene finds it amusing that I 
don’t put more salt on my food. 
Tonight she made sour porridge, 
a traditional meal of sorghum and 
sour milk. It looked, tasted and 
smelled like vomit. I declined 
eating the porridge and got salty 
tomatoes, fried eggs, buttered 
bread and pine nut juice instead. 
Philemon showed me so many 
things in his home village today. | 
saw the Kgotla [village govern- 
ment] and the chief's offices [but 
they were closed on Saturday]. 
We went to the Zimbabwean 
border river—had to climb a 
fence [erected to keep] cattle 
from crossing for disease control. 
Very little water was flowing but 
it was rapid. There seems to be a 
steep grade in their rivers—I 
never see stagnant water. There 
was no wildlife in the river. The 
soil is so porous that the water 
quickly seeps to underground 


channels and lakes. The rock in 
the area was mostly white quartz, 
a great deal of shale and lime- 
stone Goats seem to be the most 
popular livestock. Donkeys were 
hanging around—often a mode 
of transport. 


Francistown 

I saw many squatter’s camps—no 
electrical, telephone or water ser- 
vices or roads. The government’s 
solution: give free plots of land, 


fully serviced, for the people to 
build on and maintain. People 
often lie about their income, thus 
receiving the free land and build- | 
ing a nice large house on the plot. | 
I don’t know if it’s my lack of | 
understanding or what—I can’t | 
say I’m enjoying myself. But it is | 
an experience. | think mine is (or 
will prove) to be drastically differ- | 
ent from everyone else’s. This 
journal has been my life saver 
allowing me to express private 
thoughts. Tomorrow I plan to go 
off on my own. I need time alone 
to think. | 


JANUARY 13 | 


I'm free, enjoying this train ride | 
to Gabarone tremendously. The 
syncopated sound of Setswana 

resounds throughout this car. I 
have lots of mangoes to munch on. |

ll across the country, groups 
of Agnes Scott alumnae 
come together for a vari- 
ety of chapter activities. While 
keeping in touch with old friends 
who share similar Agnes Scott ex- 
periences, alumnae are afforded 
opportunities to form new friend-

ships with graduates from earlier 
and later years. 

This year, chapter activities 
have ranged from art gallery visits 
to discussion groups to dessert 
meetings with prospective stu- 
dents. In October, the Chicago 
area chapter took a “gallery walk” 
around the Art Institute of 
Chicago, which was planned in 
response to a questionnaire that 
assessed the desires of local 
alumnae. 

In January, the Young Atlanta 
chapter met at the Jimmy Carter 
Center for a “Habitat for Human- 
ity” walkathon; and in February, 
they returned to the Agnes Scott 
campus for a day of women’s study 
hearing lectures from Christine 
Cozzens, director of women’s stud- 
ies; Tina Pippin, assistant professor 
of Bible and religion; and others. 

Several chapters in areas such 
as Texas, Central Florida, and 
Washington, D.C., have sponsored 
talks by current Agnes Scott pro- 
fessors and administrators. Some 
of the more interesting topics have 


included, “Thelma, Louise, Oedi- 
pus, and Ross Perot,” presented by 
associate professor of classical lan- 
guages and literatures, Sally 
MacEwen, and “Private Thoughts 
on Public Service,” presented by 
Atlanta city councilwoman, Clair 
Muller, and Georgia state repre- 
sentative, Kathy Ashe. 

The Triangle Club, represent- 
ing Durham, Raleigh, and Chapel 
Hill, N.C., gathered in January to 
help Agnes Scott admission offic- 
ers with recruitment. They en- 
joyed a “Dessert & Discussion” 
session with prospective students 
and admission counselor, Kristin 
Neely. 

Alumnae clubs also serve their 
communities using funds gathered 
from membership dues. The Wash- 
ington, D.C., chapter annually 
presents book awards to outstand- 
ing young women in their junior 
year of high school. Dues also go 
toward club functions, club news- 
letters, and trips to campus-based 
alumnae conferences. 

Alumnae chapters are discover- 
ing many ways to enhance group 
participation and make meetings 
more interesting. The ideas pre- 
sented here represent just a few.

Katherine Omwake 


FORMER ASC PSYCHOLOGY PROFESSOR DIES IN MARYLAND 


atherine T. Omwake, associ- 

ate professor of psychology 

at Agnes Scott 1928-29 and 
1930-1972, died of cancer Jan. 3, 
at Prince George’s Hospital in 
Cheverly, Md. 

Lucia Sizemore ’65, direc- 
tor of ASC alumnae 
affairs, remembers 
Omwake as “a professor 
who cared a lot about 
her students.” 
Sizemore recalls a 
memorable experi- 
ence in Omwake’s 


ogy class: “She al- 
ways took the 
students in that 
course on a field trip 
to the State Mental 
Hospital in 
Milledgeville. It was 
both fascinating and 
horrible being exposed 
to the conditions of the 
people at that time. She didn’t 
shrink from sharing it with us.” 
Miriam Drucker, former chair 
of the psychology department and 
friend of Omwake, describes her as 
a woman who was “a good model 
for teaching and staying abreast 
with the field. Students turned to 
her as their mentor. She was an 
important figure at Agnes Scott 


Dr. Omwake in 1946 


and in the department of psychol- 
ogy.” She was an early member of 
the Georgia Psychology Society 
and also a member of the regional 
Society for Philosophy and Psy- 
chology. 


Ayse Carden 66, current 
chair of psychology, 
remembers 
Omwake as “a 
very sweet, 
sympathetic, 
patient per- 
son with an 
excellent 
sense of hu- 
mor. 
Omwake 
[allowed] 
class partici- 
pation and 
was an 
affirming per- 
son—profes- 
sionally and 
personally.” 
Omwake received her under 
graduate and graduate degrees 
from George Washington Univer- 
sity. In 1938 she co-authored a 
psychology textbook, An Introduc- 
tion to the Fields of Psychology. 
Omwake is survived by her sis- 
ter Louise Eckerson of Mitchell- 
ville, Md.

Dual Degrees 


RIGOROUS FIVE-YEAR PROGRAM OFFERS DEGREES FROM ASC AND GEORGIA TECH 


nita Pressley faced a dilem- 
ma. With strong inter- 
ests in science and math, 

the then high school senior con- 
sidered the engineering program at 
Georgia Institute of Technology. 
However, her interest in the liberal 
arts and her desire to explore a 
wide range of educational interests 
seemed to pull her in a different 
direction. 

Thumbing through an Agnes 
Scott College academic catalog 
one day, she found an interesting 
solution: study at both institutions 
in pursuit of a dual degree. 

Today, Pressley 91, an engineer 
at Southern Company Services in 
Dothan, Ala., has degrees in phys- 
ics and in mechanical engineering. 

The rigorous dual degree pro- 
gram requires three years of liberal 
arts study at Agnes Scott and two 
years of specialized study at Tech. 
It yields a bachelor of arts degree 
from Agnes Scott and a bachelor 
of science degree (drawn from the 
fields of information and computer 
science, industrial management, 
management science and biotech- 
nology) from Georgia Tech. 

This integration of skills in 


communication and numbers also 
appealed to Sheryl McDaniel Wise 
’87 of Columbus, Ga., a math and 
electrical engineering major. 

She pursued a dual degree to 
strengthen her English and com- 
munication skills. 

“As a systems engineer at Pratt 
& Whitney,” she says, “I perform a 
lot of programming [duties] which 
means I’m constantly writing re- 
ports and proceedings that require 
[the sort of] creative thought 
which was fostered at Agnes 
Scott.” 

Pressley thinks that dealing 
with women’s issues at Agnes 
Scott prepares young women for 
interaction at Georgia Tech, where 
they are still in the minority. This 
situation often parallels the work- 
place—frequently Pressley is the 
only woman performing tests at 
nuclear power plant sites. 

Ginger Berry Verch ’87, a client 
services manager for the Atlanta- 
employee benefits consultant Tow- 
ers Perrin, says she was exposed to 
strong role models for women in 
leadership at Agnes Scott. At 
Tech she says she gained a com- 
petitive edge in technology. Her 
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degrees are in economics and in- 
dustrial management. 

“Prospective employers were 
impressed by the dual degree, and 
the technical background really 
did enhance my liberal arts 
degree,” believes Verch, who has 
been able to use the combined 
network of contacts in her job 
search. A Tech professor directed 
her to Towers Perrin and an Agnes 
Scott friend had a professional 
contact there. Verch says her dual 
degree affords her the “best of both 
worlds.” 

Pressley can testify to the need 
for such programs: 

“Often people don’t take you 
seriously because you are a woman. 
To feel confident in your abilities 
and to be capable of communicat- 
ing effectively with people who are 
from all educational and supervi- 
sory levels is extremely important. 
Employers are looking for people 
who are good engineers, good 
speakers and writers. You can’t just 
have someone plugging in num- 
bers who cannot tell you what it 
all means.”

with my kindergarten class, I was 
once again struck by what has 
become a continuing challenge: 
taking concepts, breaking them 
down into very small, intellectu- 

| ally digestible and stimulating 
parts and packaging them in very 
concrete experiences that involve 
as many of a child’s five senses as 
possible. 

Regarding the letter G, my 
goals are for each child to be able 
to distinguish both the upper and 
the lower case forms of this letter, 
to give the beginning sound of this 
letter and to identify from various 
pictures in their reading workbook 
those that begin with the letter G. 
My ultimate goal is to prepare 
them to complete the paper and 
pencil test required in reading for 
promotion to the first grade. 

lam constantly amazed at how 
many little steps the children and I 
must take in order to accomplish 
these goals: we play a letter recog- 
nition game, search for missing 
letters hidden in our room, learn to 
shape our mouths so that we may 
make the beginning sounds of 
each letter, make blue B’s covered 
with beans or Fingerprint F’s or 
Gold Glitter G’s. The last step is to 
tackle the workbook pages that 
will prepare the children for the 
format of the end-of-the-year test. 

As we take each step together, I 
am often tempted to skip some and 
move quicker, but I have learned 
that my impatience often results in 
frustration for the children. Unless 
a child has seen a paper fan, 
smelled freshly baked bread, tasted 
gum drops, felt a feather and heard 
a trumpet blow, he or she cannot 
possibly distinguish the intricacies 
of thought and experience re- 
quired to complete a workbook 
page and a test question. Small 
steps reinforced by concrete ex- 
amples may take a little longer and 
seem to the more experienced, 
monotonous, but they are neces- 
sary for success. The learner ac- 
tively participates in his or her 
knowledge development. 


s I spent an afternoon gath- 
ering objects with the : 
letter G which I will share 
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This parallels with the efforts of 
the Alumnae Association as we 
begin the exciting task of develop- 
ing a vision for the ’90s and the 
beginning of the next century. I 
am now convinced that we, as the 
kindergartners I teach, will profit 
most in constructing a unique, 
comprehensive package of service 
opportunities, continuing educa- 
tion offerings and financial support 
incentives, if we make time to take 
very small “visioning” steps. Ac- 
tive participation, through con- 
crete examples, will help us voice 
our hopes, needs and concerns as 
Agnes Scott alumnae gain insight 
and clarify our notions of the look, 
smell, taste, feel and sound of the 
association of the future. By mov- 
ing slowly to construct a new 
Agnes Scott Alumnae Association 
that meets our many and varied 
needs, we ensure our longevity just 
as the children ensure their mas- 
tery of the letter G. It will take 
time and be exciting and challeng- 
ing, but short cuts should be 
avoided in order to produce a clear 
image of who we are collectively 
and what we want to be. 

I look forward to working with 
you in this endeavor and hope that 
you will respond to the varied op- 
portunities that will be put before 
you in the next few months. Join 
us in constructing the Alumnae

Miriam Drucker and Ayse Carden of the psy- 
chology department, and Kwai Sing Chang of the 
Bible and religion department, influenced her. 
“They were [the ones] who, when I grew up, | 
wanted to emulate,” Green says. “They had those 
qualities of meeting people where they stood.

Green says her life in Atlanta was good, but her 
new life in New York has innumerable rewards.
